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ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 



This is the ninety-fourth year since the senior of our 
component parts began its useful existence in 1821 — and 
the presOTit condition of our society is proof of the interest 
that has been continuously taken by many public spirited, 
and personally interested, citizens. 

As the child grows, and out-grows those necessary 
enclosures that are called clothes — so has this Institute 
greatly outgrown its clothes, or more properly speaking, its 
home. 

Givers have been generous, and the true usefulness of 
gifts cannot be realized until they are placed so that they 
can be clearly and readily seen by members and visitors. 
They may be persons coming either from interested curiosi- 
ty, or witii some real object, perhaps a bit uncertain at first 
— which in either case, may residt in, one way or another, 
true benefit to the community. What I venture to call 
for this purpose the communily, may be no limit as to terri- 
tory whence members or visitors may come to us. 

Such benefit may be of varied kinds: — aesthetic or 
practical, perhaps a combination of both, giving increased 
pleasure and happiness, or profits in money, and otherwise. 

This is a proper time to make known our grateful 
appreciation of what we receive, and to say words in the 
hope of encouraging further giving to us ; and also it is a 
favored time to express our needs for housing the generous 
gifts which we now possess, and hope to receive. In such 
connection we cannot forget the fact that expenses constant- 
ly increase, in the reasonable course of our work. 

The only way to attract gifts is to pretty clearly picture 
the i)08sibilitie6 that our plant here offers. Plans should 
always be ready in advance to make clear what would help

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in developing our valuable hietoric work, and in recording, 
the future history that is making fast 

We have plans in the keeping of our Curator, Mr. Dow, 
always ready for such inspection, which provide for a fire- 
proof addition in the rear of the present museum building, 
supplying three large picture galleries, and a dozen small 
rooms for the exhibition of special collections, such as the 
Lee Collection, H. F. Waters Collection, room for engrav- 
ings, room for Salem pictures, an Osgood room, a children's 
room, etc. The building also would supply a book stack 
holding 450,000 volumes, and lastly, and equally impor- 
tant, a lecture and concert hall seating over 1000 people 
and equipped, it is to be hoped, with an organ — the dream 
of the late Francis H. Lee, and he frequently spoke of it 

The proposed hall is located in a comer of fiie lot adjoin- 
ing the Aimory where the space could not well be utilized 
for museum purposes, so that in a sense it occupies space 
otherwise unused. As for &e needs for additional space 
for the museum, a glance about its present congested quar- 
ters will soon tell the story of crowded space with portraits 
and fine paintings suspended from iron railing of the gal- 
lery and closely covering the walls of the picture gallery. 
We have at the present time enough material packed away 
to fill another gallery in the museum ; and what will happen 
when the next considerable gift of pottery arrives we are 
at a loss to say. Estimated total cost, $105,000. 

The Listitute has lost during the past year, by death, 
one of its vice-presidents — Abner Cheney Qoodell. Hav- 
ing been bom in Cambridge in 1831, he had been a resident 
in Salem since early childhood. The earliest ancestors of 
his name came from Dennington, Suffolk, England, in 
1634. Among his ancestors we find inventors, scholars, 
lawyers, and other busy men of affairs, with names well 
known throughout New England. 

His strong personality and genial disposition taken 
away, leave a vacancy that will be missed in the future 
onward course of the Institute of which he was so fond. 
I cannot do better in paying tribute to Mr. Qoodell's mem- 
ory, than to refer you to Mr. Putnam's memoir in our 
Historical Collections. 
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By the death of Mr. Boss S. Turner we have lost one 
whose guiding mind and attractive personality will be 
missed. He was long Curator of Art by appointment of 
the Board of Directors, and could always be relied on to 
do his work of love for the Institute cheerfully and well. 

Tour Board of Directors have invited Mr. Philip Little 
to succeed Mr. Turner, and we are fortunate in the fact 
that he has accepted the Ouratorship of Art 

During the Essex House fire the Peabody Museum be- 
came a test case as to the value of fireproof roofs with metal 
skylights. Sparks fell there and that building stands un- 
harmed. 

So with our Library and Museum buildings we are glad 
in the knowledge that they are reasonably def ended, and in 
that same way, against such outside dangers. 

Your Directors are cognizant of the short-comings in all 
of the older classes of buildings, and are endeavoring to 
keep fire risks to our property here at a minimum. 

There are those — of which number I am one — ^who be- 
lieve that a tablet should be erected upon the walls of our 
Entrance Hall to briefly mark the history of the Listitute 
in an appropriate form, both from the historic value and the 
instruction to visitors that such a tablet would afford. It 
is a worthy subject for a gift when the wording and loca- 
tion for the same shall be satisfactory to your managers 
and an estimate available. 

The Institute has been near danger during the past year 
from Salem's great fire, and escaped unsinged. In such 
an escape we have much to be thankful for. With roofs 
that do not readily catch fire, and these well sky-lighted, 
we have a good defense against sparks and fire brands, in 
which our brick walls are an essential feature. Our "fire- 
proof well deserves that name. 

Much cheerful and earnest work is being done within 
Library, Museum and our grounds, which cannot be too 
highly commended. 
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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



The membership of the Essex Institute on April 30, 
1915 was 567 in number, consisting of 503 active 
members, 20 life members, and 44 on the corresponding 
list. During the past year 28 active members have been 
elected and accepted membership, while 15 have been 
dropped for nonpayment of dues, 15 have withdrawn, and 
21 have died. Among the latter were James A. Gillis, 
Esq., elected a member in 1854, John F. Brooks of Boston, 
elected in 1856, Charles H. Price, elected in 1866, Na- 
thaniel A. Very, elected in 1867, Ross S. Turner, elected 
in 1886 and Abner Cheney Gkwdell who was elected a 
member in 1857 and was senior Vice-President of the 
Institute at the time of his death. A biographical sketoh 
of Mr. Goodell, with a bibliography of his published writ- 
ings, will appear in the July issue of the Historical Collec- 
tions. A man of most unusual knowledge of the sources 
of New England history and possessed of acute and almost 
microscopic powers of analysis, his published historical 
work must ever remain a monument to his great industry 
and learning. His elaborate annotations to the Province 
Laws of Massachusetts will always be of inestimable value 
to the students of her history and all who may wish to in- 
vestigate the outbreak of witchcraft frenzy in Salem vil- 
lage must ever deplore that antagonistic and unscholarly 
spirit which prevented the inclusion in Volume VI of the 
Province Laws of nearly two hundred pages of notes upon 
that subject prepared by Mr. Goodell and which had been 
stereotyped and were ready for the printer. It is sincerely 
to be hoped that galley proofs of these pages, which were 
in existance a dozen years ago, may be found among his 
papers and eventually become available to scholars, for the 
book upon witchcraft contemplated by Mr. Goodell, never 
was written.

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The attendance in the museum has been over sixteen 
per cent, less than last year, the week day attendance being 
2,795 less, while that on Sundays and holidays was 2,117 
less. This falling off in part was due to the closing of the 
museum for two weeks immediately following the great 
conflagration in June, but removals from the city and the 
great attraction of the ruins left by the fire must account 
for the large decrease in die number of visitors.

The public lectures, as usual, have been given in Acade- 
my Hall, the Trustees of the Peabody Museum co-operating 
with the Institute. Eight lectures were given in the Free 
Course, seven of which were illustrated. Seven evenings 
were occupied by the Home Course, at which refreshments 
were served. Five of these lectures were illustrated by 
radiopticon.

The small lecture hall has again demonstrated its use- 
fulness. Here have met the Travel Class of the Salem 
Women's Club and also the Salem Hospital Alumnae Asso- 
ciation, while frequently it has been used by classes from 
the public schools which have come for talks by the Secre- 
tary, illustrated by specimens from the museum, upon such 
subjects as "Lamps and Lighting," "The Makiii^ of Fire," 
"Early Spinning and Weaving," "The Money of our 
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Fathers,'' etc These small talks and demonstrations have 
aroused a wider interest and have been given in varied 
form before audiences in various parts of the County and 
even in more distant localities. To see the flying wheel 
twist the fibers of flax into thread and to watch the spark 
from the flint and steel grow into a flame with whidi to 
light the old time candle, always arouse the greatest inter- 
est and curiosity. 

The collection of souvenir post cards has received 
nearly 3,000 accessions from various friends, more espec- 
ially from Mrs. Fred A. Coker, the Salem Fraternity, the 
estate of Miss Lydia Towne, and Mrs. Henry WardwelL 
Emphasis is again laid upon the usefulness of these cards 
to the public sdiools and to societies and churches. During 
the past six months 1,721 cards have been loaned on 39 
separate occasions to 24 different schools, societies and in- 
dividuals. May it again be suggested that the Institute 
welcomes additions to this collection from any source. 
When upon pleasure or business you visit various cities, 
states or countries, please remember the "stay at homes'' 
and send to us your contributions to please and instruct. 

The Institute has again aided the city in its work in the 
evening schools by loaning the use of its stereopticon lan- 
tern at Academy Hall, and it also has co-operated with the 
Salem Oratorio Society by opening the Heading Boom for 
its weekly rehearsals. 

A more substantial form of aid was given to the city in 
the weeks immediately following the great fire when nearly 
the entire staff devoted itself to the work of making usable 
the card catalog of the sufferers and the work of the reha- 
bilitation committee. The labor of alphabeting on a large 
scale required technical and linguistic skill and the trained 
catalogers and assistants from our vital records staff per- 
formed a work of the greatest value at a critical time 
when haste and accuracy were of the utmost importance. 

The publications of the year include the Vital Records 
of Westford, the fourth and last volume of the Bentley 
Diary, the current volume of the Historical Collections and 
the Annual Eeport The fourth volume of the Records 
and Files of the Quarterly Courts of Essex County also 
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has been printed lacking only the index. The vital records 
of Stoneham, Carlisle and West Newbury have been com- 
piled and edited and are ready for the printer and final 
work is now being done in completing the vital records of 
Salem, a work which has now extended over a number of 
years. All the records at the City Hall have been copied 
and with the intention of filling as far as may be the num- 
erous gaps in the official records, we are now copying all 
the church records and cemetery inscriptions. This latter 
work is well in hand and should be completed early in tbe 
summer. But still many dates are lacking and so a 
house-to-house canvas is now being made for family Bible 
records, and diaries or other contemporaneous records con- 
taining vital information. Every scrap of original record 
relating to a Salem birth, marriage or death is greatly de- 
sired. The vital records of Salem probably never again 
will be printed, at least while modem printed paper sur^ 
vives the "gnawing tooth of Time," and so we woidd im- 
plore each and all to aid in making these records as com- 
plete as possible. 

Allusion was made a year ago to a new undertaking, the 
compilation and publication of the Probate Becords of 
Essex County banning with the earliest estate — in a 
sense, a companion work to the publication of the '^Records 
of the Quarterly Courts" which now is in its fourth volume 
and is progressing so well. During the 17th century the 
probate records of Essex County were entered in widely 
separated books of record, and are now found in the 
Massachusetts Archives, in the Registry of Deeds, in the 
probate records of Suffolk County^ and even in the Ipswich 
town records. The earliest probate records — the wills, 
the inventories, and the accompanying papers of interest — 
after having been collected from their varied sources were 
first printed in the Historical Collections, but early this 
spring the importance of the work in making available 
and preserving these priceless records was brou^t to the 
attention of the County Commissioners who agreed to as- 
sume the greater part of the cost of preparing 5ie copy for 
the printer so that now it will be possible to publish a 
volume annually, and then no county within the limits of 
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the United States will be accomplishing more in preserving 
its early records. 

The publication of the fourth and last voltune of the 
'TOiary of Kev. William Bentley" deserves passing com- 
ment The work of copying the original manuscript began 
ten years ago. The four volumes contain nearly 2500 
printed pages and present a wonderful photc^aph of 
Salem life in all its aspects at a period when the town was 
at the height of its maritime prosperity. Included in the 
last volume is a minute subject index to the four voltunes 
which by its numerous classified entries under such topics 
as animals, books, crimes, food, furnishings, trades, etc., 
etc, renders the Diary of the utmost possible value. A 
similarly arranged index in the volumes of 'Records of 
the Quarterly Courts of Essex County'' has received much 
praise at the hands of the reviewers and a recent estimate 
which appeared in the American Historical Review con- 
cludes "that if ever a volume lifted the roofs from multi- 
tudes of seventeenth-century houses and showed us fuUy 
what was going on within, this volume does so." 

A Califomian subscriber to the Historical Collections 
who recently purchased a complete set upon receiving the 
Index volume last month wrote as follows : "A few evenings 
ago I went over the Historical Collections with the sole 
purpose of observing through the publications how the In- 
stitute has grown and broadened its scope. The growth has 
been marvelous and reflects much credit upon the men and 
women who have given it fostering care." 

Unexpected words of appreciation are always most stim- 
ulating. Too often much is taken for granted. But it 
truly may be said that wherever the publications of the 
Institute may be found — in European libraries, in the 
Far East, or widely scattered over our own country, there 
the dignity of presentation and the high standard of their 
achievement always will be recognized. 

The gifts to the museum during the past year have been 
numerous and varied. Mrs. Lee has added over 1300 coins 
to the superb collection presented last year, among them 
being fine examples of the Massachusetts "pine tree 
money," the rare "N. E." shilling of 1662 and a Wash- 
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ington gold medal cut by Jacob Perkins of Newburyport. 
Many a pleasant hour has been spent during the past win- 
ter in classifying the Institute's collection of coins which 
now numbers over 6,000 specimens and is particularly 
strong in the coinage of the United States. In addition, 
the Eobinson collection of Oriental coins numbers over 
3,000 examples. Several trays containing a portion of the 
Lee collection have been labelled and are before you this 
evening. 

Mrs. Lee has also presented a collection of articles of 
costume and laces, a collection which she intends to enlarge 
in the near future and with that end in view has assumed 
the cost of new swinging frames for wall display and a new 
table case to contain small objects. 

Miss Elizabeth W. Silsbee also has given several dresses 
and other articles of costume while from Miss Martha C. 
Codman of Newport, R. L, has come a beautiful silk bro- 
cade dress formerly worn by Mrs. Elias Hasket Derby, and 
from Miss Grace Lawrence of Forge Village, Mass., have 
been received numerous examples of hand-woven fabrics — 
rose blankets, quilts, table cloths, towels and handkerchiefs 
— ^woven about the year 1820 by her grandmother. Two 
very fine blue and white hand-woven coverlets dated re- 
spectively 1838 and 1839 were purchased from the income 
of the Frederick Lamson fund. 

The conflagration in June was responsible for the gift 
of numerous articles and for the loan of others among 
which may be mentioned six valuable paintings lent by 
Mr. Henry W. Belknap, including a "Baby Stuart'* 
claimed to be a replica from Van Dyke's own brush. Mr. 
George G. Putnam presented the portrait of his grand- 
father, Perley Putnam, painted by Osgood, which had a 
very narrow escape from the flames and Miss Mary T. 
Saunders gave an interesting desk brought from China 
about 1810 by Capt. William Cleveland and which was 
saved from her house after flying brands had set fire to the 
roof. 

Two generations and more ago it was the fashion among 
genteel people to drink tea from the saucer and while the 
fragrant liquid was cooling it was necessary to rest the tea 
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cup where the cloth might not be soiled and accordingly 
"cup plates" came into existence — a small, shallow saucer^ 
sometimes of Staffordshire ware but usually of pressed 
glass. Most of the cup plates used in this vicinity were 
made by the Boston and Sandwich Olass Company. 
Through the zeal and generosity of Mr. Lawrence W. Jen- 
kins, the Institute possesses a collection of sixty-three 
different examples of these glass plates. The larger num- 
ber are of transparent glass, but some are opalescent or 
milky and one is a deep blue. The glass is moulded into 
various designs, usually ornamented with scroll work, 
flowers or stars. A bird resembling an eagle sometimes or- 
naments the caiter, or perhaps a ship or a profile of Henry 
Clay. 

From the Marquise de Peruzzi de Medici of Eome, 
Italy, has been received the plaster model of "Saul," a 
statue modelled by her father, W. W. Story, who was bom 
in Salem. Saul is represented at the moment when the 
evil spirit is upon him and David is called in to play to 
him. The bearded figure of the king is seated in a chair 
and his stem features are fixedly directed toward the 
ground. Unfortunately lack of space at present prevents 
the public exhibition of this example of the work of Sa- 
lem's well known sculptor. The considerable expense of 
transportation from Italy was borne by Mr. William C. 
Endicott 

Several years ago there came to light in the attic a small 
board on which dimly could be seen a defaced painting of 
Essex Street as it appeared about the year 1830. On the 
begrimed back of the board was written in pencil in lie 
handwriting of Doctor Wheatland — "Presented by Jona- 
than P. Cloutman, Januarv 1868." While clearing up 
some shelves early in the winter this board again came to 
light and upon receiving a soap and water treatment the 
outlines of a building b^gan to appear on the back as the 
encrusted dirt gave way and soon ttie handwriting of Doc- 
tor Wheatland was replaced by a picture of Essex Street 
looking west from Derby Square. Upon seeing the result 
the interest of Mr. William C. Endicott was aroused and 
at his expense Mr. Lewis J. Bridgeman has made water 
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color copies of both sides of the board supplying, after much 
study, tiie parts of the pictures which had scaled away and 
disappeared The original and the copies are before you. 
Essex Street looking east and west is represented between 
1826 when the First Church was built and 1839 when the 
Henfield building was taken down upon the construction 
of the Tunnel. 

Two additions have been made to our collection of 
Bogers' groups — "The Wounded Scout" given by Miss An- 
nette P. Rogers of Boston and "Neighboring Pews'' given 
by Miss A. L. Joslin of Boston. 

From John B. Etheridge, have come numerous examples 
of pottery, glass bottles, baskets, lithographed mourning 
pieces, etc 

From the Misses Willson, pottery, glass, pieces of patch 
and copperplate, toys, jugs, etc. 

From Miss Anna Tappan of Manchester, a pine board 
on which in former times "Johnny cake" and "Indian 
bannock" were spread and baked before the open fire. 

From Miss Katharine M. Gray, a pierced silver ladle 
made about 1810 by Baldwin of Salem, and used in the 
Howard Street or Branch Church, to remove the flies from 
the communion wine. 

From Miss Caroline L. Martin, a melodeon made by 
James S. Parks of Boston and from Mr. J. Hardy Dayton, 
a seraphine made by N. B. Jewett of Worcester. 

From the American Type Founders Company of Jersey 
City, a printing press made about 1800 by Ramage of 
Philadelphia. A still older printing press with some office 
equipment may also come into our possession during the 
coming year. 

From Mr. George T. Read of Belfast, Me., has been 
received upon loan an imperfect model of a steamboat in- 
vented by his grandfather, Hon. Nathan Reed of Salem. 
At the same time came a working model of the nailcutting 
machine also invented by Reed and used in his iron works 
on Danvers river, together with the patent signed by John 
Adams. Rather more than a century ago Nathan Reed 
lived in a house that stood exactly on the spot where we are 
meeting this evening and his invention of a steamboat and 
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its successful navigation on Danvers river is a matter of 
common knowledge in this vicinity. The original patent 
for his invention, signed by Washington, formerly was in 
the custody of the Institute. Almost ten years ago with 
deep regret this loan was surrendered to its owner, a de- 
scendent, who then lived in Nashua, N*. H. 

An interesting side light upon Keed's application for a 
patent for his invention has recently been discovered in 
Washington by Mr. H. C. Gauss, in a memorandum book 
in the Library of the State Departaient, which seems to 
have been a daily minute book of transactions for the first 
two or three years of the Department 

"April 16, 1790. Nathan Eeid of Salem, in the State 
of Massachusetts presented his petition to the Secretary of 
State, the Secretary for the Department of War and the 
Attorney General of the United States praying that the 
sole and executive right of making, constructing, using and 
vending to others his inventions and improvements in the 
art of distillation, and in the cylinder and case, made use 
of by Watt and Boulton, may be granted to him for 14 
years. Informed to attend on Saturday the 17th instant. 

"April 17, 1790. Nathan Eeid attended — ^present the 
Secretary of State and the Secretary for the War Depart- 
ment. Having produced the plans and descriptions of his 
inventions and improvements, he was requested to prepare 
models of the same and when they were made to give infor- 
mation. • 

"April 22, 1790. Nathan Eeid having given informa- 
tion that he had prepared the models of the inventions and 
improvements, produced the same to Thomas JefFerson, 
Esq., Secretary of State and Henry Knox, Esq., Secretary 
of the Department of War. Agreed that the inventions 
and improvements communicated by Mr. Nathan Eeid are 
useful and important. Ordered that letters patent be 
granted to Mr. Nathan Eeid securing to him his discoveries 
and improvements in the portable furnace boiler, improved 
steam cylinder and the vascular stills. 

"April 23, 1790. Nathan Eeid of Salem in the State of 
Massachusetts presented his petition shewing that he has 
discovered a machine for moving and directing land car- 
riages by steam, also an improved method of impelling 
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boats or vessels tliroTigh water ; also a machine for commu- 
nicating motion by the effect of heat and cold on metals, 
and praying for letters patent to secure to him the benefits 
of his discoveries and improvements. 

"June 2, 1790. James Eimisey, by his agent, Joseph 
Barnes, presented a petition praying that letters patent 
may not be granted to Nathan Reid of Salem for Ihef ex- 
clusive right of vending the several portable furnace boil- 
ers generally described in the petition of the said Eeid, 
because the said James Eumsey is the original inventor 
of said portable furnace boilers which said Barnes is ready 
to prove. 

"July 7, 1790. John Fitch applied for a patent for a 
steamboat" 

Not as much work in the museum has been accomplished 
as had been planned at the beginning of the year because 
of more pressing demands in other directions. However, 
the cases of costume have been rearranged, also the lamps 
and lighting, the collection of baskets and the case contain- 
ing implements of writing and miscellaneous small objects. 
Over five hundred labels have been written. 

Thanks to the urgent advice of Mr. John Albree the 
danger to our buildings from loss by fire has been somewhat 
mitigated. Before the great conflagration in June, all the 
skylights had been replaced by new copper sash supplied 
with wire glass and later in the year automatic door checks 
were placed on the doors leading into the rear hallway of 
the Library Building and the transoms were filled with 
wire glass. Probably the greatest danger from fire, at the 
present times, exists in the wooden cornices of both build- 
ings and in the wooden sash of the windows next the Armo- 
ry and toward Mr. Pingree's house. To replace with cop- 
per at present prices is practically out of the question but 
the near future should see steps taken to remove this possi- 
ble danger to our priceless collections. A more costly but 
more perfect protection would be the erection of a fireproof 
addition in the rear of our present Museum Building to 
which the more precious objects could be at once trans- 
ferred. Both the additional space and the protection are 
greatly needed and the faith is not lacking that in some 
way or other they will be supplied. 
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The additions to the library during the past year have 
been as follows: —

Among the many gifts to the library the following 
should be mentioned: — from Mrs. Percy Chase a marine 
encyclopaedia, printed in Padua in 1784, which was pur- 
chased in Italy by Mr. Chase and formed a part of his 
library until his death when it was presented to the Insti- 
tute for its marine collection; from Mrs. Francis H. Lee 
a large number of books of travel, art books, etc., including 
a descriptive history of the Vatican printed in Home in 
1829 in ei^t folio volumes, beautifully illustrated and 
bound, — ^the Cabot Rotterdam Bible, — old account books, — 
a trunk full of John C. Lee manuscripts, and a lot of 
papers found in the John Cabot house; from Miss Mary O. 
Pickering reports of the Massachusetts Constitutional Con- 
vention in 1778, and several pamphlets written by her an- 
cestors Timothy and John Pickering and bearing their 
autographs, — ^also a collection of Pickering manuscript; 
from Mr. William K. Bixby of St Louis, a letter from 
Lieutenant Story transmitting a pamphlet from the Salem 
East India Marine Society, and President Thomas Jeffer- 
son's letter in reply ; from Mr. Alfred Bowditch of Boston 
the record book of the survey of Salem in 1794 by Na- 
thaniel Bowditch, a work book kept by Nathaniel Bowditch, 
and a record book on the settlement of the estate of Mrs. 

(21) 
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Kachel Forrester of which Nathaniel Bowditch was execu- 
tor; from Miss Martha C, Codman of Newport, E. I., a 
collection of manuscript of Benjamin Pickman the well 
known Salem merchant; from Mr, Edward Gray of Bos- 
ton, miscellaneous manuscripts of Franklin H. Story, a 
Boston merchant; from Mr. E, W. Upton of Upton, Mass., 
the Secretary's records of the Freedman's Aid Society of 
Salem from 1866 to 1871, — ^the Director's records of the 
Danvers Aqueduct Company, 1830-1882, — ^and the account 
books of E. W. Upton not to be opened until 1940. 

The collection of Massachusetts Tax Acts has been en- 
larged by the addition of 22 issues dating from 1786 to 
1808, and 4 of the rare Massachusetts folio laws for the 
Revolutionary period have been secured. The Essex Coun- 
ty collection has received many valuable additions during 
the year including 166 town and school reports. Many of 
these have been obtained from the various town clerks, but 
82 reports were donated by one person through the solici- 
tation of Mr. Willis H. Ropes. Log books to the number 
of 26 have been received during the year and 48 volumes 
of the Rudder and other marine periodicals currently re- 
ceived by subscription have been bound. The city directo- 
ries collection has received 73 additions, nearly all of 
Massachusetts towns and of recent date. The Institute 
always welcomes gifts of directories of any date and lie 
members would confer a favor by sending to the library 
each issue of the Salem directory as soon as a new one is 
published so that duplicates may be available for exchange 
with other libraries. 

Thanks are due as in former years, to Messrs. Lawrence 
W. Jenkins, Sidney Perley, Willis H. Ropes, Hugh F. E. 
Farrell, and Harry Webber for their continued interest in 
building up the library shown by frequent donations, and 
to the Salem Public Library and the Salem Fraternity for 
files of Salem newspapers. Also to Mr. John Robinson who 
has added forty pieces to the special collection on Oriental 
nimiismatics. 

Through the kindness of one of our Directors, Mr. John 
Albree, the original manuscript diary of Zaccheus Collins 
of Lynn was repaired, interleaved and bound in blue mo- 
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rooco, thereby preserving this interesting and valuable 
chronicle of life in Lynn and the surrounding towns from 
1726 to 1769. The writer Zaccheus Collins made an entry 
every day for forty-four years and as his life was an active 
one he has left an excellent idea of the life of Essex Coun- 
ty in his day, especially as he was exact in noting the names 
of all with whom he had to do. He carried on his large 
farm with tlie help of his sons, some apprentices from other 
towns, and slave labor. He did a large business in malt 
which he carried to Boston ; he made steelyards, cow-bells, 
and ship hardware. He was a Selectman of Lynn for many 
years, drew the legal papers for his neighbors, acted as 
arbitrator in their disputes, and settled their estates after 
they died. He was an active Quaker, travelling frequently 
to attend the meetings as far as New Hampshire in the 
north, and going annually for forty years to the Ehode 
Island meetings. In his own home he was constantly en- 
tertaining travelling friends whose names and places of res-^ 
idence are always given. Through his carefulness in noting 
the routes he took in his travels he has preserved much in 
regard to communication in colonial times. 

The fund available for the purchase of books has been 
used along the lines adopted by the Book Committee in 
former years in building up the special collections. 
The most important purchase of the year was twelve 
bundles of Marblehead Custom House papers, containing 
over 3,000 pieces in excellent condition, which were secured 
at a reasonable figure from a dealer in New York. The lot 
contained allowances on Marblehead schooners, certificates 
issued to American seamen with the signature of the col- 
lector of the port, fishing agreements signed by the members 
of the crew, protection papers, letters from various Treas- 
ury oificials, and certificates of baptismal record copied 
from the Church record and signed by the minister of the 
church. These papers are a very desirable addition to our 
shipping papers and will be useful to the genealogist as 
well as the historian as these baptismal records supplement 
the town clerk's record already published. 

Last summer for the three weeks following tlie disastrous 
fire of June twenty-fifth five members of the staff worked

dett>tedly for the Relief Committee arranging and filing 
cards in the general index. During a part of the time the 
library was closed and later it was opened to members only. 

In the late fall Mr. William Abbatt of New Yori: who 
is compiling a bibliography of American magazines asked 
our assistance in checking on his cards such periodicals as 
were in this library and adding new cards for any period- 
icals not already having a card. About 16,000 cards were 
checked and, although the Essex Institute was the sixty- 
sixth library to do this, about 900 new cards were added. 

The appropriation for binding has been used in binding 
current historical magazines and files of Salem and Essex 
County newspapers, and in repairing and rebinding worn 
volumes from the genealogy and local history. Eigjity-one 
dollars from this fund has been spent for special scrap 
books in which to mount manuscripts. 

In the cataloging department cards have been written for 
all current accessions to those classes of books already cata- 
logued. The collection of maps and plans of Salem, Essex 
County, and Massachusetts has been catalogued, as well as 
all other maps previous to 1850. The amount of work 
accomplished in this department has been less than usual 
owing to the absence of the head cataloger. Miss Nichols, 
for the entire year but she will return to her duties here on 
the first of June. 

The purchase of printed cards from the Library of Con- 
gress, and the American Library Association has been con- 
tinued so far as practical and 9374 cards have been bought 
at a cost of $38.36. 

The reading room has on file 32 newspapers of which all 
but three are published in Essex County. Forty-eight peri- 
odicals may be found on the tables in the reading room, 
and 110 historical and scientific periodicals received by 
exchange may be consulted in the library. The circulation 
of books among members has equalled that of last year 
althoilgh it is inevitable in a library of this kind that the 
home use of the books will be small. The attendance in 
the library has been about the same as usual but is far 
below what it should be. The use of the library is not re- 
stricted to members, and any one interested in historical 
research is welcomed.

COMMITTEE ON HISTORY 
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ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 



To the Member$ of the Eeeex Imtitute : 

I regret that I cannot be present this evening to close 
my official connection with the Institute, in person, and 
to welcome my successor to the Presidency. The gentle- 
man whom your Nominating Committee presents to you 
has shown such great interest in all our work that we can 
all feel much satisfaction that he has allowed his name 
to be used. 

Since the year 1904 it has been my privilege to be as- 
sociated with your Board of Directors, as your President, 
and upon electing not to be considered again for the office 
of President, I want to express to you the most agreeable 
experiences that I have had while endeavoring to fulfil 
the duties of that office. 

Certainly much has been accomplished for the im- 
provement of your property here since 1904 ; and to the 
careful, business-like, and harmonious manner that your 
Directors have guided your affairs, is due the present 
excellent condition of this Essex Institute today. 

During the past twelve years much has been accom- 
plished. The Athenaeum building was bought and has 
been improved ; the Library building has been improved ; 
these two buildings have been connected by the useful, 
handsome and dignified entrance hall, from whose half- 
way landing a view of our attractive garden-grounds is 
secured ; and through this hall is also had entrance to 
these grounds. 

The County authorities enabled us to possess the inter- 
esting Ward house, which was moved, improved and 
equipped; the cupola from the Brookhouse residence 
was secured, and is being renovated ; notable front doors 
and porches from Salem houses have been secured and 
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well placed in the grounds ; and among the other im- 
provements that are more or less well known, that which 
stands out as of primary importance, is our better protec- 
tion against fire. 

The fire-proof building (so-called) leads in value under 
this heading ; and the isolated heating-plant, which re- 
placed the too dangerous furnace, and the cutting off of 
the gas at the outer wall (except when a single pipe is 
needed for cooking at our social entertainments), cannot 
be too highly commended ; and inflammable ornamenta- 
tion has been removed from the roof. 

Undoubtedly many other improvements will become 
possible and be carried out as the future becomes the 
present ; and may the value of this important Institute 
be well realized by those who can, and would, help in 
promoting such good work. 

May the Institute ever prosper and develop in its great 
usefulness. 
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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



The active membership of tbe Essex Institute on May 
1, 1899, was 834. At the present time it is but 509. 
About twenty years ago, when the number was under 
400, several earnest members built up the membership to 
its maximum ; but without the sustaining influence of 
their continued efforts it has gradually fallen back toward 
its old level. Meanwhile the population of the munici- 
pality and of the county has largely increased and the 
privileges accruing to membership also have been en- 
larged. The Institute in many respects is a unique 
institution. Aside from possessing the largest library 
east of Boston and a museum and picture gallery whose 
like cannot be found in America, it also offers^to its 
members social privileges which it would seem are little 
understood or appreciated by a large part of its member- 
ship, certainly not by hundreds of citizens of this com- 
munity who gladly would make use of them if only the 
facts were brought to their attention How many of our 
friends realize that membership in the Institute offers 
many of the privileges of the proprietary library ? That 
books from its library, together with a long list of cur- 
rent magazines and periodicals, may be borrowed for 
home use. That its reading room on the first floor, for- 
merly the flne double parlors of the Daland Mansion, in 
many respects is the finest reading room in the city. 
Here easy chairs in a cosy corner invite the spending of a 
quiet hour over the latest magazine or the daily newspa- 
per, a privilege esteemed in every social club. That in 
this reading room . are held during the winter season 
«^ Home Meetings " for members and their friends, at 
which papers on a great variety of topics are read or 
illustrated lectures are given, to be followed by a social 
hour at which refreshments are served. That seats at 
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our public lectures are reserved for members, and last, 
but certainly not least, that it has long been considered a 
mark of social or literary distinction for a citizen of 
Essex County to be affiliated with this institution, not 
only for the reputation such membership confers within 
and without its borders, but also for the post mortem 
glory attained in the obituary notices of the daily press. 
Is it realized that members may transfer all of their 
privileges (save the last) to visiting friends ? Where in 
the city is there a better place at which to meet a friend 
on appointment or for social chat ? And now, as mem- 
bership in the Essex Institute possesses such advantages, 
why will you not shortly propose the name of some 
neighbor or interested friend so that the resources here 
lying somewhat latent may be more widely used and 
appreciated? Why not "do it now", and with the 
annual returns from an increased membership a wider 
range of activities naturally will follow. Supposing that 
three hundred new members were elected during the 
coming year, the fees would amoimt to nine hundred 
dollars or the income from $20,000. Each member has 
recently received a blank form on which to propose a 
name for membership and also an illustrated leaflet to 
band to an acquaintance. If for the moment we all throw 
aside our New England reserve and with loyalty to the 
Institute and spontaneity of spirit invite the first friend 
we meet to join in membership, there would follow a 
revival that would transform the atmosphere of these 
buildings. 

The membership of the Essex Institute on April 80, 
1916, was 570 in number, consisting of 509 active mem- 
bers, 20 life members, and 41 on the corresponding list. 
This is a gain of six active members over the previous 
year. During the past year 81 active members have been 
elected and accepted membership, while 7 have with- 
drawn, and 18 have died. Among the latter were Oeorge 
H. Shattuck, a member of the Council since 1908, and 
Prof. Frederick W. Putnam, elected in 1855 and the old- 
est member of the Institute in term of service. Professor 
Putnam's connection with the Essex Institute was re -

markable, not only for its long daration, but for the early 
age at which he affiliated himself, as an earnest student of 
the natural sciences and a worker in the cabinets of our 
Maseum. He was elected a member when but sixteen 
years of age, and two weeks after his election he made 
his first contribution to our Proceedings, — the beginning 
of a catalog of the fishes of Essex County. But more 
than a year previous, when barely fifteen years old, he 
aided in rearranging our collection of birds, at the same 
time beginning work upon his catalog of the birds of 
Essex County, which was afterwards published in the 
Proceedings, in which he listed 245 species of native and 
accidental visitors. Since that date the list has been 
increased to 890 species and sub-species. In November, 
1855, he became Keeper of the Cabinets in the Museum, 
and in 1866 its Superintendent After his removal to 
Cambridge he was elected a Vice-President of the Insti- 
tute, which office he retained until 1894. An indefatiga- 
ble worker, his youthful loyalty to this institution re- 
mained to the last, and with pride he ever recalled his 
early association. 

The attendance in the Museum has been over five per 
cent less than last year and twenty-one per cent less than 
that of 1914. The largest attendance on any one day 
was on Sunday, Feb. 27, 1916, when 619 persons passed 
through our picture gallery between two and five o'clock. 
It is a curious fact that the attendance on Sundays has 
increased and the decrease in attendance occurs on week 
days. A similar condition existing at the Peabody Mu- 
seum in this city has led Mr. Lawrence W. Jenkins to 
compile a comparative table of attendance in eight muse- 
ums in various parts of the country, from which it ap- 
pears that there has been a uniform decline in totals dur- 
ing the past two or three years. Through the courtesy 
of Mr. Jenkins, this table is here printed. 
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Here and there a considerable increase may be note d 
which is accounted for by some unusual cause, like the 
opening of a new building, or some striking special exhi- 
bition, such as the Moi^an collections, the tuberculosis 
exhibit, or the Hudson-Fulton celebration. But why 
this seeming decline in museum interest and to what 
cause may it be attributed ? To a greater superficiality 
of life and education or to the seductive distractions of 
the moving pictures and the automobile? Who shall 
say ? It is a fact, however, that the week day attendance 
in our Museum twenty years ago was larger than it is 
today in our greatly enlarged and enriched quarters. 
Then, Salem was visited as a monument, a shrine — some- 
thing to be studied. Now, the visitor lightly pauses, 
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here and there, butterfly-like, or is whirled through the 
streets in an automobile, while on the running board a 
small boy *' guide " delivers an extraordinary distortion 
of fact plentifully soused with fiotion.

Thirty-three schools have visited the Museum and nu- 
merous short talks have been given to classes. 

The public lectures, as usual, have been given in 
Academy Hall, the Trustees of the Peabody Museum co- 
operating with the Institute. Eight lectures were given 
in the Free Course, six of which were illustrated. Seven 
evenings were occupied by the Home Course, at which 
refreslmients were served. Two of these lectures also 
were illustrated. The attendance at the lectures of the 
Free Course, like the attendance in the Museum, has not 
been quite as large as usual. At no time has it been 
necessary to refuse admission for lack of seating capacity, 
and several most interesting and beautifully illustrated 
lectures have been given with numerous unoccupied seats 
in the hall, while at a very low breath we must confess 
that the Home Course has been much neglected. Shall 
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moving pictures be inaogorated in our courses, or is it 
that we of today refuse to be lectured as in Uie past ? 
Well may we ask the question — Would Wendell Phillips, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson or Daniel Webster, incarnated, 
draw large audiences as of old ?

The small lecture ball has been frequently used by the 
Travel Class of the Salem Woman's Club, the Salem 
Hospital Alumnae Association, and classes from the 
public schools. The stereopticon lantern at Academy 
Hall has again been loaned to the city for use in its 
work in the evening schools, and the Reading Room has 
also been used for the rehearsals of the Salem Oratorio 
Society and for meetings of the Chase Family Association 
and the Old Planters Society. 

The publications of the year include the current vol- 
ume of the Historical Collections and the Annual Report. 
The fourth volume of the *« Records and Files of the 
Quarterly Courts of Essex County '' has been completed 
and the fifth volume is more than one-half in type. The 
first volume of the " Probate Records of Essex County ' 
also is more than one-half in type. Next month we shall 
go to press with the first volume of the ^* Vital Records 
of Salem " — containing one-half of the births. Work on 
Salem records began over ten years ago and has been 
continued intermittently ever since. Not only will the 
printed volumes contain the births, marriages and deaths 
recorded in the town records, but also the church records, 
the cemetery inscriptions, the death notices in the news- 
papers, and the results of a house-to-house canvass for 
Bible records, which unfortunately should have been un- 
dertaken before the great fire of June, 1914. It is a 
remarkable commentary on the incompleteness of the 
public records of Salem, when it appears that nearly all 
of th^se private records are found to be unrecorded in 
the volumes preserved at the city hall. The vital records 
of Salem to 1850, however, when all in type, will proba- 
bly occupy upwards of 8500 printed pages. 

The Historical Collections of the Institute deserve 
a higher appreciation by the members, at least so far 
as the subscription list is concerned. In each ^ue 
will be found one or more articles of a popular or^more 
readable character, while Mr. Sidney Perley's contribu- 
tions on "Salem Lands and Houses in 1700 ", illustrated 
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by maps and pictures of old dwellings, are of the greatest 
value and interest. Doctor Grardner is continuing the 
genealogies of Essex County families in alphabetical or- 
der, and other valuable genealogies are being printed. 
In forthcoming issues will appear carefully written de- 
scriptive accounts, fully illustrated, of the Eastern Rail- 
road, the Salem fire of June, 1914,' and the Salem origin 
and first public demonstration of the telephone. 

The gifts to the Museum include large additions to the 
Francis H. Lee Collection. An alcove hips been entirely 
devoted to this collection and furnished with pieces of 
family furniture — a fine bookcase and escritoire filled 
with china, a tall clock made by David Wood of Newbury- 
port, various old oil portraits and good mirrors. Adjoin- 
ing the alcove is a case containing family costumes on 
figures, and in six swinging frames are displayed the laces, 
fans, and family relics. Among the items included in 
the gift may be noted an oil portrait of Francis Cabot of 
Salem, who died in Natchez, Miss., in 1882, a silver por- 
ringer made by Edward Winslow about 1725, 80 snuff 
boxes, including a fine mother of pearl box formerly 
owned by Capt Joseph Ome, who commanded the ship 
<* Essex '' and was murdered by Arabs at Mocha in 1806, 
6 miniatures, 24 fans, including an English fan of about 
1810, with a decoration of painted music, and also an 
unmounted fan of French origin printed on vellum. 
There is a silver spoon made by John Edwards about 
1715, and spoons made about 1780 by Richard 
Lang and Edward Lang, both of Salem. There 
is a representative collection of fob seals, eight 
funeral rings, the oldest dated 1756, a number of orna- 
mental boxes, shell combs, early valentines, a collection 
of Confederate and broken bank paper money, and 957 
souvenir postal cards. 

Charles H. Weston of London, England, has presented 
a silver patch box made by Jeffry Lang of Salem about 
1750 and formerly owned by Christian Crowninshield ; 
also seven other pieces of silver. 

The Congregational Church at Wenham has deposited 
a communion set consisting of two flagons made in 1847 
and six goblets made in 1820. 
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From MisB Martha C. Codmao of Washington, D. C, 
came one of the carved wooden cod fishes that formerly 
decorated the front staircase in the Benjamin Pickman 
house, Essex street, Salem, built in 1748 ; also a framed 
coat of arms of the Pickman family painted by Samuel 
Blythe. 

From Miss Margaret Haskell, an oil portrait of Miss 
Mary Derby of Salem, painted in Kentucky about 1840. 

From the Misses Willson, Staffordshire and other pot- 
tery, basketry and articles of costume. 

From Thomas F. Davidson of Salem, two sketch books 
of the late Lydia L. A. Very containing pencil sketches 
of several old Salem buildings. 

From Arthur W. West, two silver watches and a col- 
lection of photographic negatives of old houses. 

From Edwin N. Peabody, 161 negatives of old houses 
and furniture. 

• Col. John E. Spencer and Major Lawrence W. Jenkins 
have presented the cupola from the Derby-Brookhouse 
Mansion which was removed when the new Masonic Tem- 
ple was erected. A good friend of the Institute met the 
cost of removal to our grounds, and as the Brookhouse 
heirs retained the Mclntire eagle which crowned the 
cupola, Mrs. E. E. Lathrop of Gloucester replaced it with 
the carved eagle' formerly on a building in the rear of the 
CoL Francis Peabody residence. 

Major Jenkins and Mr. Willis H. Ropes have made 
frequent gifts of pottery, glass and other objects. 

During the summer the *' Doctor Grimshawe " house 
on Charter Street was extensively remodeled, and as the 
porch was to be replaced the original was secured by pur- 
chase and removed to our out-of-door museum in the 
garden. Eleven contributors made this possible. It will 
be recalled that Hawthorne frequently visited this house 
during the days of his courtship of his future wife, 
Sophia Amelia Peabody, and in *^ Dr. Grimshawe's Secret " 
he describes this ^* small enclosed porch, containing the 
main entrance, affording a glimpse up and down the street 
through an oval window on either side." 

Mr. Lawrence Park of the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts and Mr. Frank W. Bayley of the Copley Gallery 
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have visited Salem several times and carefoUy inspected 
the portraits in our picture gallery, painted by unknown 
artists, with the result that &ere is no doubt but that the 
miniatures of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Sparhawk, painted in 
London in 1780, and the exquisite miniature of Capt 
Joseph Ome were done by Copley ; that the portrait 
of Bev. Andrew Le Mercier of Boston was painted by 
Greenwood ; and that the portrait of Thomas Gushing, 
long supposed to represent the Bevolutionary patriot and 
Lieut.-Governor of the State and so figured in the Me- 
morial History of Boston, was undoubtedly painted by 
Joseph Badger, who died in 1766, and therefore the por- 
trait must be that of the father, Thomas Gushing, an 
eminent merchant of Boston, who died in 1746, and who 
was Speaker of the House of Representatives for four 
years preceding his death. 

Early in January the Library and Publication Gommit- 
tee met and voted that ** the Secretary be requested to 
prepare and publish a new edition of the Visitor's 
Guide to Salem," a matter of business easily transacted 
by the Gommittee, but requiring a deal of work on the 
part of the Secretary. The new edition, now nearly 
ready for the press, wUl be materially rearranged and 
will contain a much larger number of illustrations. 

The valuable collection of photographic negatives in 
the fire-proof, comprising houses, street views, portraits, 
ship pictures, furniture and costumes, and numbering 
2214 items, has been arranged, listed and card cataloged 
with cross references. The objects in the Givil War and 
Revolutionary alcove in the Museum have been rear- 
ranged and relabelled, and the Francis H. Lee Collection 
has been arranged and partly labelled. 685 labels have 
been lettered for the Museum, the correspondence and 
routine work of the office has been attended to, and so 
the year has passed.

Total of accessions, 1,996 volumes, and 10,826 pam- 
phlets and serials. 

Among the many gifts to the Library should be men- 
tioned a collection of two hundred and fifty volumes of 
caricatures, together with histories of the art and lives of 
famous caricature artists, presented by Mr. George Fran- 
cis Dow. It is a well rounded collection, including 
nearly everything that has been printed on the subject in 
the English language and numerous volumes published in 
France and Germany. Among the former may be found 
the elephant folio editions of the Gilray and Hogarth 
plates. The original colored engravings issued separately 
number about two hundred, and well illustrate the work 
of Rowlandson, Cruikshank, Bunby, and other caricatur- 
ists of their period. The uncolored engravings and lith- 
ographs also number about two hundred, and include a 
representative collection of the Jacksonian period and 
the Currier & Ives lithographs issued during the Civil 
War and later. The work of Thomas Nast is shown by 
an almost complete set. of engravings taken from Harper's 
Weekly. There are various periodicals, including Vanity 
Fair, Jugend, and a set of Punch covering fifty years. 

This collection of caricature has been provided with a 
special book plate having as a central figure the famous 
Gerrymander which had its origin in the following manner : 

(W) 
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Iq 1812, when Elbridge Geny was Goyernor of Mas- 
sachusetts, the Democrats, seeking to retain their suprem- 
acy in the State, remapped the Senatorial districts, and 
in Essex Goonty the arrangement was most absurd* The 
map of the County showing this division was published 
in various newspapers and periodicals, and it is said that 
Gilbert Stuart, the painter, seeing this map hanging upon 
the wall in the editorial office of Benjamin Russell, added 
with his pencil, wings and claws, remarking that it would 
do for a salamander. Russell, who was busy at his desk, 
looked up and said, «' Salamander I Call it Gerrymander I " 

Mrs. Francis H. Lee has made frequent donations dur- 
ing the year, including a fine collection of scores of ora- 
torios, masses, church music, cantatas, operas, songs, piano 
music, and lives of composers. The oratorio scores con- 
tain the programs of various performances by the Salem 
Oratorio Society, together with a list of the first forty- 
seven concerts of titiat society, with the names of the 
soloists. 

A bequest was received from Mrs. Anna G. Peabody 
of one hundred and sixty-eight volumes of history, de- 
scription and travel, magazines, etc. Dr. DeWitt S. Clark 
presented the London Contemporary Review covering the 
years 1872 to 1911. 

An unusual addition to the stamp collection is that of 
one hundred sheets containing stamped envelopes, postal 
oards, book post wrappers, official envelopes, etc., and an 
interesting lot of correspondence relating to a lost pack- 
age which was mailed in Yokohama, misdirected to Essex 
Institute, Boston, Mass., and which travelled across the 
Pacific ocean three times before reaching its destination 
in Salem. 

Thanks are due as in former years to Messrs. Lawrence 
W. Jenkins, Willis H. Ropes, Sidney Perley, Edward S. 
Morse, and the Misses Brooks, for'their continued inter- 
est, as shown by frequent donations ; to Messrs. Hugh F. 
E. Farrell and Harry E. Webber for many additions to 
the local collection of programs and circulars ; and to the 
Salem Public Library and the Salem Fraternity for files 
of Salem newspapers. 
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Effort has been continiied to increase the special Essex 
County collection, and it has already outgprown the three 
rooms assigned to it, so that it has become necessary to 
remove the cases of drawers which were in the north- 
western room to permit the building of additional shelv- 
ing, increasing the space by 288 running feet A partic- 
ular effort has been made to secure, through the co-opera- 
tion of the Librarians of the various towns in the county, 
the local material such as reports, programs, circulars, and 
other ephemeral printed matter. An interesting Salem 
item purchased was a copy of Felt's Annals in parts as 
issued with annotations by William Gibbs. 

It is hardly necessary to repeat that the library partic- 
ularly invites donations of Essex County and ^Salem 
material, imprints of all kinds, reports, programs, circu- 
lars, etc. Salem directories are especially welcome for 
exchange with other libraries, and members will confer a 
favor by sending the old Salem directory to this Library 
each time a new one is received, or upon notification the 
Institute will be glad to send for such donations. 

The most notable addition to the manuscript collections 
for many years is the large accumulation of genealogical 
material gathered together in England by the late Henry 
Pitz-Gilbert Waters and Lothrop Withington, and pur- 
chased at auction sale in London by the Essex Institute. 
To make these papers available for consultation they will 
be carefully arranged and many of them bound together, 
and the Institute is very much indebted to Mr. Henry W. 
Belknap, who has taken charge of this work. This ac- 
cession will be described at length in the report to be 
made by the Curator of Manuscripts, and the growing 
importance of the manuscript collections will be shown. 

Other manuscripts have been received as follows : — 

From Senator George Peabody Wetmore, of Newport, 
K. I., about six hundred ship papers of great value, includ- 
ing papers of the ** Grand Turk," the *' Astrea," the ketch 
'^ John," and the brigantine ^* Nancy," all owned by Elias 
Hasket Derby. The merchants of Salem were among the 
first to explore new channels of trade, and they entered 
boldly into competition with the powerful East India 
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Company. The ^* Grand Turk/* one of the most famous 
ships ever owned in Salem, cleared for China in Novem- 
ber, 1785, and returned in June, 1787, with a cargo of 
teas, silks and nankeens, completing the first voyage from 
New England to the Isle of France, India and China. 
At the Peabody Museum there is a punch bowl brought 
from Canton commemorative of the voyage. On the 
side and in the centre of this bowl are pictures of the 
ship, with the inscription <* Ship Grand Turk at Canton, 
1786." The ship "Astrea" arrived from Canton in 
1790 with a cargo of tea, paying over 927,000 as duties. 
The «* Astrea " made some of the early voyages to India, 
and in 1798 was seized by the Sultan of Pegu for 
use as a transport for stores for his troops in Siam. 
Captain Gibaut and his mate were held as hostages. 

From Mrs. Ethel (Roosevelt), wife of Dr. Richard 
Derby of New York, a collection of Derby family letters, 
including letters from Mrs. Jacob Crowninshield to her 
Aunt Derby, giving an intimate picture of her home life 
beginning with her wedding ; letters from the Princes in 
St John to John Derby of Salem. Mrs. Prince was the 
daughter of Richard Derby and a sister of Elias Hasket 
Derby and John Derby. She and her husband went to 
the British provinces as refugees during the Revolution 
and remained there until 1802, when their son, who had 
married a daughter of E. H. Derby and risen to affluence, 
invited his parents to return. 

From Mr. Stephen W. Foster of Dorchester, papers 
relating to the California pioneers ; from Mr. Winfield S. 
Nevins, the original manuscript of his book on witch- 
craft ; from Miss Mary Cleaveland, forty-five manuscript 
sermons of Rev. John Cleaveland of Chebacco; from 
Mrs. Walter Leslie Harris, an epitome of the probate 
records of Essex County from 1816 to 1840 ; from the 
estate of Mrs. Anna M. Pickford, Ames' Astronomical 
Almanac for 1761 to 1768, containing the diary of Rev. 
Samuel Chandler of Gloucester. It is interesting to note 
that the Institute already possessed the interleaved alma- 
nacs containing Mr. Chandler's diaiy for the years 1746 
and 1749 to 1768 inclusive, and a typewritten copy cov- 
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ering the years 1769 to 1772 ; from Miss Martha C. Cod- 
man of Washington, D. C, Pickman ledgers and accoant 
books, Benjamin Pickman and Richard S. Rogers corre- 
spondence, and a collection of anto^ph letters, including 
letters of Lafayette, John Qnincy Adams, etc. 

From William C. Waters, jr., family correspondence and 
legal papers of Judge Joseph 6. Waters, account books 
of Joseph Linton Waters, bills of Capt. Thomas Deane 
from 1786 to 1776, etc. 

The following manuscripts have been placed on deposit : 
the records of the Marblehead Marine Insurance Compa- 
ny, the proprietors' records of the Essex Merrimack 
Bridge, and records of other insurance companies. 

The Essex County newspaper collection has been 
largely increased during the year. An opportunity to 
purchase large additions to the files of the Newburyport 
Herald resulted in securing twenty-five entire years and 
parts of twenty-five other years needed in our set. This 
paper was published from 1798 to 1916, and the Institute 
has a good working set with very few gaps, and redou- 
bled efforts will be made to complete the set as soon as 
possible. Another Newburyport newspaper, the Essex 
Journal and New Hampshire Packet for 1786-7 has been 
placed in the library on deposit, also nine numbers of 
Green and Russell's Boston Post-Boy and Advertiser, 
ranging in date from 1769 to 1766. Large additions 
have been made to the file of the Essex County Mercury, 
and the Ipswich Register for 1888-1840 was secured at an 
auction sale. The latter paper was the first one published 
in Ipswich and is very difficult to obtain. By exchange 
with the Library of Congress, forty-five issues of various 
Boston newspapers from 1763 to 1780 were received. 

An interesting discovery has been made concerning the 
Salem Gazette and Newbury and Marblehead Advertiser, 
which was published in Salem by Ezekiel Russell in 
1 774-6 for a few months. It has sJways been supposed 
that the last issue was that of April 14, 1776, but Mr. 
Brigham of the American Antiquarian Society, in com- 
piling his recently published check list of American news- 
papers before 1820, has discovered that a copy of the 
issue for April 21, 1776, is in the possession of the Brit- 
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ish Museum. It seems strange that a copy of this issue 
should be preserved in the mother country and none 
saved in the colonies. It will be desirable to secure a 
photostat copy of this issue for binding with our set, so 
that a complete file may be available in Salem, the place 
of publication. 

An important acquisition by purchase is a set of pho- 
tostat copies of the Boston News-letter, made by the 
Massachusetts Historical Society for a few subscribers 
from the originals in the possession of the American An- 
tiquarian Society, the Massachusetts Historical Society, 
and other libraries. Of some issues only one copy is 
known, and as it would be necessary to visit many differ- 
ent libraries to consult all the issues, the desirability of 
having an entire file in one library is apparent. At the 
present time copies of all known issues from the first of 
April 24, 1704» to December 27, 1714, have been received, 
and when completed this will fill the early period of Bos- 
ton newspapers before any files in the Institute collection. 

The classification and cataloging has progressed nor- 
mally, all current additions to classes already cataloged 
being completed to date. One of the catalogers, Miss 
Mabil W. Farris, who had done most excellent work in 
the library for five years, has resigned to take charge of 
the South Branch of the Salem Public Library. It is a 
pleasure to express my appreciation of the cordial and 
hearty co-operation of the members of the staff. 

During the summer months the United States govern- 
ment documents were re-arranged, and the departmental 
reports were classified and numbered according to the 
scheme used in the Libraiy of Congress. 

In closing, a paragraph from one of the reports of the 
Librarian of Congress is so appropriate that it is here 
quoted : ** The Library can indeed hope to attract gifts 
only by three means ; First, by a building which will 
house them safely and commodiously. Second, by admin- 
istration which will safeguard them and render them 
useful. Third, by considerable expenditui*e8 of its own in 
the acquisition of material which will bring the material 
given into honorable company and will attract notice to 
it by increasing the reputation of the general collection." 
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It was eleven years ago (May, 1905) that the late 
William P. Upham, then Curator of Manuscripts, sub- 
mitted a full report as to the treasures in that department 
of the Institute, and since then the number has greatly 
increased, and the room and facilities for their accom- 
modation are now suitable. The Secretary recently 
made a count of the manuscripts and found over 2600 
bound volumes, and in addition 1250 log books and 
a large mass of unmounted and unbound material be- 
sides. 

The figures I have just read have probably made no 
impression on your minds, and as they are rather essential 
to an understanding of this report, let me call attention 
to them. As to the bound volumes of manuscripts, 2600 
of them, suppose a searcher were to examine them at a 
rate of fifty volumes a week, a large average by the way, 
it would require an entire year for the undertaking. And 
at the same rate of examination, six months would be 
consumed in going over the unparalleled collection of 
1250 log books. From its size alone the manuscript col- 
lection of the Essex Institute must be called large. 

Suppose for present purposes we define the word, man- 
uscript, as a paper inscribed more or less formally with a 
personal message or with a record, the result of a combi- 
nation of circumstances. For instance, a paper upon 
which today was hastily made a memorandum for tempo- 
rary purposes, or a letter written in the routine of the 
day's worky may each at some time in the future become 
a manuscript of value, just as have thousands of similar 
papers, now in the fireproof vault, which reproduce the 
life of the past with startling exactness. 

The reasons for these manuscripts being gathered to- 
gether are many and diverse. Between the generous

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impulses of those who are glad to share with others the 
enjoyment of their treasures, and the unimaginative atti- 
tude of such as see in old manuscripts only waste paper 
saleable at so much per pound, may be discerned a wide 
range of motives. Yet whatever the motive, the accu- 
muktions are now in the possession of the Institute, and 
the romance — and the tragedy as well — of their coming 
would supply the material for many a story. 

One instance will suffice. In 1916 a volume of letters 
elegantly bound was received from an elderly gentleman 
in Canada, who wrote: *<As I have no children, I 
thought these memorials had better be kept by the Insti- 
tute, as the letters relate largely to Salem." The result 
of his thoughtf ulness is that we now have some delight- 
ful records of Salem life and people. On the other hand, 
there are many items that actually were taken from the 
junk pile. 

It may give some conception of how varied and inter- 
esting is the character of the contents of the fireproof, if 
some brief notes are submitted showing what was found 
during a few hours spent among the shelves. 

A spirited sketch of the boat '^ Nancy " is seen on one 
side of a small piece of paper, while on the other is a bill 
for hauling twenty-four loads of gravel for the ** Road 
through South Salem " in 1808. 

As geographical boundaries count for little in the 
fireproof, here is a California item : A long, beautifully 
written list of parties who paid duties to the military 
authorities in California between the time of the Treaty 
of Peace and the extension of the Revenue Laws over 
the State in 1848. 

Salem ships and shipping naturally figure extensively 
in the collections. There is a package of the letters of 
instructions from the owners of vessels to their captains, 
some dated prior to the Revolutionary War. A certain 
form was frequently used at the beginning of the letters, 
such as is found in one to Captain Nathaniel Silsbee in 
1780 : — '* The ship Benjamin, of which you are master, 
being ready for sea, I do advise and order you to come 
to sail and make the beet of your way for the Gape of 
Good Hope." 
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In a bound volnme is the concise report of a captain 
to bis owners in 1808 about the capture of his ship by a 
French privateer and her subsequent rescue by an English 
frigate, the commander of which asked and received as 
salvage one-eighth of the value of the cargo. 

Here is an example of an act that through constant 
repetition became a fixed habit : A programme of a 
farewell concert by Adelina Patti in 1888. 

This next item was the work of that delightful racon- 
teur, Francis H. Lee : Three volumes of material, in- 
cluding photographs, for a history of Chestnut Street. 

Was the reason for the issuing of this document a de- 
sire to protect from annoyance the Salem man who used 
it, or was it to give him a standing in the metropolis? It 
is a formal document from the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts granting permission to a Salem 
man to go to New York in September, 1862. 

The list might be continued indefinitely, but enough 
has been given to show how varied is the material, some 
dating from the earliest times in Salem, while other items 
have nothing whatever to do with Salem, or even with 
Massachusetts. If a catalogue by subjects were made of 
all the items in an issue of a newspaper of today, it could 
not contain more disconnected entries than would a simi- 
lar compilation of the contents of the fireproof, and for a 
similar reason, because these accumulations represent life 
in all its aspects, and life at first hand without amend- 
ment or revision ; truly a wonderful collection. 

It may be said, and said truthfully, that what have 
been selected are not the items of value which give the 
collections their high standing among students. But a 
searcher for witchcraft items among the Putnam papers 
would not give a second look at the wealth of shipping 
material in the Derby papers. And the specialist on 
commerce would disregard a volume whose label showed 
it to be letters from a father to his son in Tale College 
two centuries ago, even though the writer expressed in 
the old style handwriting such present day thoughts as, 
** I am sending you some money ; why don't you write 
us ? " And moreover, none of these investigators would 
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think he ooald find anything of significance in an old 
stereoscopic view of a dozen children in their perambu- 
lators, on the reverse of which the photographer, in his 
exaltation, had printed : — 

A Photographic Feat Unparalled 

The photographing of so many babies in one group, and 
getting them ALL STILL, is a thing probably never before 
accomplished. (B. B. Lewis, Hudson, Mass., 1874.) 

The thought that is uppermost in the mind on learning 
of these treasures is. How can they be made available 
and their contents become known ? The cabalistic com- 
binations — dear to the heart of the cataloguer — such as 
PQR 49 Z and ST 1860 X, might be affixed to each of 
the manuscripts, but it would take much time, and for 
some of us it might be eternity, before the listing could 
be completed. And even then the algebraic formulas 
would give no intimation of the dramatic force latent in 
some time-stained sheet bearing names of men not only 
forgotten, but so far out of mind that it might take days 
to search out enough to allow an understanding of what 
they wrote. 

The Secretary called my attention one day to a bundle 
of manuscript, a diary of three hundred pages, that had 
been in the Institute for fifty years. The name of the 
diarist had been known only a few months when he spoke 
of it The result for me was a delightful personal expe- 
rience of eighteen months' study of that manuscript, for 
it led to the revivifying of a strong character, a Lynn 
Quaker, Zaccheus Collins, who died in 1770. There are 
many items waiting for development by those who may 
be so fortunate as to find the particular lines of investiga- 
tion that appeal to their individual taste. 

The Waters-Withington manuscripts, through the ardu- 
ous, faithful work of one especially well fitted for the 
task, Mr. Henry W. Belknap, are being made available 
for investigators. Their acquisition will result in a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of those resorting to the 
Institute for research and study, though the number con- 
sulting manuscripts in libraries is small as compared with 
those using books.

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A volame of manuscripts cannot be examined with the 
same assurance one has when he consults a dictionary. 
Neither can a man expect to receive desired information 
when he says in the same breath that he wants to know 
what were the commercial relations between Salem and 
Timbuctoo and that his train leaves in twenty minutes. 

The study of these manuscripts takes time and patience. 
Rigid rules regarding their use, such as are in force 
wherever manuscripts are kept for study, will have to be 
made and observed, for though a book that is lost or 
damaged may be replaced, a manuscript lost is lost for- 
ever. 

In conclusion, the purpose of this report is not to 
relate in detail what the fireproof contains, for that is a 
matter of library administration that is being well cared 
for. The object is rather to affirm again that the Institute 
has safely in its fireproof an accumijQation of manuscript 
material, comprehensive, diversified, and in some lines 
almost complete. 

Therefore, whatever your line of investigation and 
study, make sure, before you make your summary, that 
you learn what the Essex Institute contains on the subject.

The Watebs-Withington Genealogical 
Manusgbipts. 



The recent acquisition of the entire collection of man- 
uscript notes and typewritten copies of wills, parish 
registers, and other sources of genealogical information, 
representing the result of over forty years of research by 
our most eminent Essex County genealogist, Mr. Henry 
Fitz-Gilbert Waters, and his successor in the work, Mr. 
Lothrop Withington, a native of Newburyport, puts the 
Essex Institute in possession of the largest showing of 
unprinted English genealogical material tnat can be found 
in this country. It should assist all searchers who visit 
the Institute for research in that line and attract many 
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from all parts of the oonntryi who otherwiae would nerer 
he seen here. 

The wills of which some fourteen thousand are type- 
written copiep, cover more or less fully most of the probate 
jurisdictions of England and to some extent those of 
Scotland, Ireland and Wales. In some cases they represent 
complete files for years at a time, in others only such 
were selected as seemed probably diose of connections of 
American immigrants. These copies are being arranged 
for binding in two series, one according to volume and 
page of each court, and hence practically in order of date 
in that court. The other series according to family name 
and alphabetically by christian name under the family 
heading. The latter series is therefore self-indexed. 

In passing over these wills, while it has not been possi- 
ble to examine them very closely, many names have been 
noted that are very suggestive in connection with our 
early New England and Virginia settlers, and not a few 
contain direct references to relatives across the sea. Of 
course among them are a number which have previously 
been copied for the compilers of various family genealo- 
gies, but it seems certain that in some instances supple- 
mentary information can be found and also a good deal as 
to famUies intermarried with those of the emigrants. 

The probate districts covered number about sixty in all, 
and in most of these there are several jurisdictions, such 
as consistories, archdeaconries, etc. 

As the great Prerogative Courts of Canterbury and 
York cover between them all of England and Wales, the 
wills proved in these courts are very numerous, while a 
large number are to be found in sundry jurisdictions of 
County Essex. 

Since this work was carried on both by Mr. Waters and 
Mr. Withington very largely in the interest and through 
the support of the late Mr. James J. Goodwin of Hart- 
ford, in his search for Goodwin ancestry, it is but natural 
that the greatest volume upon any one name concerns that 
of Goodwin, but others, such as Abbot, Adams, Allen, 
Armstrong, Arnold, HiUs, Morgan, Palmer and Stokes, 
are largely represented, and in all of them there is much 
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to be learned about other fttmilies. It rapplements rery 
matly the two volumes of Mr. Waters' Gleanings and 
Register Soame of the Prerogative Court of Canterbury 
for 1620, copied by Mr. J. Henry Lea. 

The period covered is roughly from the fifteenth to the 
eighteenth centurieSt but much the greater number are 
wUls of the early seventeenth century, when the tide of 
colonists was setting most strongly in this direction. 

Apart from purely genealogical interest, there are many 
wills notable for peculiar and quaint verbiage, interesting 
bequests, such as the one in which the testator leaves to 
his executor ten shillings per annum, <^ as long as my poor 
parrot shall live *\ and references to places or things of 
historic association; for example, the will of Thomas 
Pope of St. Savior's, County Surrey, proved in 1604, in 
which he bequeaths his title in <* the Playhouse called The 
Globe, in the parish of St Saviors.'' 

Next in importance to the wills are the copies of Par- 
ish Registers. Chief of these is a copy of the Tran- 
scripts at Bury St Edmunds, running approximately 
from 1580 to 1600 and covering scores of parishes. There 
are also an index to the Lowestoft Registers, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, a copy of the important one to Americans 
of Bocking, County £ssex, from 1661 to 1689, and more 
or less full extracts from some hundreds of parishes in 
all parts of the kingdom, being those not in print, unless 
a few may have since been published. 

There are many indexes to Court Registers, Act Books, 
etc., a large quantity of depositions, indentures, and vari- 
ous court papers, a descriptive index to the papers in the 
Muniment Room of Guy's Tower, Warwick Castle, from 
tempo Elizabeth to Charles 11, covering all leases of lands, 
marriage settlements, and other items connected with the 
estates. Likewise there is a Calendar of the Rotuli & 
Cartae Antiquae of the Earl of Warwick from tempo 
Henry II to Mary, consisting of land-grants, quit-claims, 
and other such documents. 

Copies of the Act Books of Counties Essex, Norwich 
and Sudbury, of the Close Rolls of Elizabeth, James I, 
Charles I and others, form a considerable mass of mate- 
rial, partly in manuscript form. 
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Next mast be noted a vast quantity of manusoript notes 
on many families and sundry files of correspondence with 
actual or potential clients, in which there are often yalu- 
able hints on genealogical matters. 

It is impossible to itemize fully the range of the collec- 
tion, but an important part remains to be mentioned in 
connection with the English material, namely, a complete 
file in manuscript (not type-written) of all wills in the 
Prerogative Court of Canterbury from 1605 to 1619. 
This it will be noted is further extended for the year 1620 
by Register Soame mentioned above, and thus we have 
available sixteen years in full of this most important 
court 

In the Prerogative Court of York there is a complete 
file, type-written, for 1685 and in manuscript for 1687, 
beside scattering wills for many other years. In other 
courts there are at least as many more in manuscript as 
the type-written series previously alluded to. 

Turning to items which pertain to American affairs 
entirely, we have a photostat copy of a Virginia Court 
Book beginning in 1624, a manuscript copy of the first 
book of town records of Newbury, Mass., and a tax-book 
for 1807 of the same town, also sundry other American 
notes. There is a survey of Dunmore Township, Glou- 
cester County, N. T., for 1771-2, three orderly books of 
CoL Moses Little's in the Bevolutionary war, and a parcel 
of papers concerning him. 

The foregoing will serve to show the more important 
parts of the whole, and it will be apparent that it consti- 
tutes a very remarkable collection of notes.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO VISIT THE 

COLLECTIONS IN CHARGE OF THE 

PEABODY MUSEUM. 



The systematic study of natural history in this vicinity 
first took definite shape with the organization of the Es- 
sex County Natural History Society in 1888. In 1848 
this society was united with the Essex Historical Society 
under the name of the Essex Institute. Institute volun- 
teers began collections of natural objects, and by 1856, 
when the Essex Institute moved into the old Plummer 
Hall, there was a very considerable collection on exhibi- 
tion. For some years apparently the work in natural 
history was the most important branch of the activities 
of the Institute, and in 1866 they had four or five scien- 
tific men, — Putnam, Hyatt, Morse, Packard, Cooke and 
others at work. 

With the gift of Mr. George Peabody and the organi- 
zation of the Peabody Academy of Science in 1867, it 
seemed advisable to those in control of the several insti- 
tutions in Salem at that time, — and it probably was so, — 
that work in natural history and ethnology should be 
done at the new institution, and that the Institute should 
devote its energy more to historical, literary and artistic 
work and the development of its great library. With 
this object in view, the Essex Institute on May 29, 1867, 
deposited with the trustees of the Peabody Academy, 
'* upon a special, permanent deposit and trust, to be kept 
by them and their successors forever in the East India 
Marine Hall, so-called, in said city of Salem, or in some 
other building equally as good, and located in said city ; 
said scientific collections to be properly cared for and 
arranged according to such methods as shall, in the 
judgment of said Trustees, make them most available for 

(88) 
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the benefit and instruction of the public, and to receiye 
the same attention which the said Trustees may give to 
other collections and specimens of a similar ctuiraoter 
which they may at any time hold or acquire : to be labelled 
with the name and as the collections of the Essex Insti- 
tute, and catalogued as such." 

These collections hare now been in charge o£ the Trus- 
tees of the Peabody Academy and their successor the 
Peabody Museum for almost half a centuiy. The Insti- 
tute has had a standing committee upon the subject of 
these natural history collections, but it is a good many 
years since they have been examined and reported upon. 

This year the chairman arranged with the officers of 
the Museum for the committee to visit the Museum and 
examine the collection on February 28th. They did so, 
all the officers of the Museum were present as well as 
the secretary of the Essex Institute, and every facility was 
offered for examining the specimens and their condition, 
and the warmest thanks of the Institute should be ex- 
tended to the officers of the Museum for the trouble 
they took and the help they have all furnished to this 
committee in preparing tihis report At a subsequent 
meeting, at which the officers of the Academy and the 
secretary of the Institute met with us, the matter was 
still further discussed and many interesting incidents in 
the history of the collection were given by Prof. Morse 
and Mr. Robinson. 

Many kinds of natural history specimens deteriorate 
with time and if not carefully looked after very rapidly* 
Your committee are satisfied, however, that of the speci- 
mens received in 1867 from the Institute a very large 
proportion are not only in existence today, but in better 
condition than when received. As was inevitable, the 
large number of specimens bottled in alcohol have dete- 
riorated to such an extent that they have had to be dis* 
posed of. The same is true of parts of the insect collec- 
tion. Of the mounted fish, several of the large and rare 
ones have been remounted and painted and are much 
more valuable than before. Many of the birds have been 
remounted and cleaned. The Museum has carefully com- 
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plied with the requirements that the specimens should be 
labelled so as to be identified at any time, and Mr. A. P. 
Morse in relabelling this part of the Museum is very 
carefully crediting all the acquisitions from the Institute. 
Furthermore, in all guides and publications of the Muse- 
um, full credit is given to the Institute for its deposit. 
The committee of the Institute should at intervals of a 
few years visit the Museum and assure themselves that 
the matter of labelling continues to be attended to as 
carefully as it is at present 

The Museum has not been idle during this half century, 
but around the nucleus received from the Institute has 
built up natural history collections in many branches many 
times outnumbering the ori^nal specimens received. Like 
all good museums or libraries, it does not expand equally 
in all directions. At one period the interest was larfi^ely 
in shells and fish and great additions were made in these 
lines, at another botany and a great county herbarium 
was built up and a magnificent collection of county woods, 
then mineralogy and geology, and during the long and 
useful life of Mr. Sears great additions were ms^e in 
that department. The present curator, Mr. A. P. Morse, 
is especially interested in building up and improving the 
collections of birds and mammals. He is doing th^ in- 
telligently and wisely with the small means at his disposal 
and deserves the aid and help of every friend of our two 
learned institutions. 

The committee is entitled '< Committee on the Natural 
History Collections ". At a convenient time the name of 
the committee should be changed to *' Committee to visit 
the Collections in charge of the Peabody Museum '\ This 
change is suggested as there are several other collections 
and specimens in ethnology and in the Marine Room which 
should be included. They further suggest that specimens 
deposited in the future by the Institute should be deposited 
in accordance with the agreement recently adopted in de- 
positing certain marine objects. The comipittee feel that 
oui visit has been profitable and valuable to both institu- 
tions and that at intervals of about ten years the committee 
should make a similar exhaustive examination and report. 
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A statement in regard to the growth and development of 
the natural history collections prepared by one of the 
officers of the Museam for the purpose of furnishing in- 
formation to your committee is so valuable that the com- 
mittee have preferred to annex it in full rather than at- 
tempt to incorporate it in their own report. 

To conclude, the committee are satisfied, not only that 
the Peabody Museum has taken every care that was pos- 
sible of the specimens entrusted to them, that the only 
losses have been due to inevitable deterioration of time^ 
and that the officers at present in charge are capable and 
competent, and there is no reason to doubt that this ex- 
cellent management will continue. That the collections 
on exhibition are properly labelled, and that due credit is 
given in the publications to the Essex Institute for its 
deposit, and that when the relabelling is completed every 
Institute specimen will be properly marked. Further- 
more, they feel that the Museum has carried out the spirit 
of the original agreement with the Institute by continuing 
to expand and enlarge these natural history collections, 
and tiiat though they have had other and important branch- 
es of work to undertake, they have on the whole spent a 
fair proportion of their income and energy on these lines 
to the very great benefit of intensive scientific study, so 
that there is probably not another county in the United 
States which can show a more complete or better arranged 
collection illustrative of its natural history.

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Notes on the Natueal History Collections 

Tbansferbed to the Peabody Museum by 

THE Essex Institute in 1868.

The af2freement made between the Peabody Museum 
and the Essex Institute in 1868 in regard to the perma- 
nent deposit and care of the Natural History collections 
of the Listitute has proved too complicated to carry out 
absolutely in every detail, but the spirit of the agreement 
has been followed by the officers of the Peabody Museum 
in every way possible. 

By means of the transfer the Institute was relieved of 
a great burden and an ever increasing expense in caring 
for this collection, and it became possible for the Institute 
to devote its attention and funds to its important histori- 
cal work. Natural history collections may be made at any 
time, while historical collections must be made whenever 
the objects are available, — or never. 

Essex County Natural History Collections transferred : 
summary : — 

Archaeology: Pre-historic objects: A fair collection 
of these objects was received in 1868. All are preserved 
in the Peabody Museum, and are either on exhibition or 
are stored. To this foundation of, perhaps, 400 speci- 
mens, both in and outside of the county, there have been 
added a very large number of local specimens, — many 
thousands, — so that the Essex County collection is now a 
very fine one and well arranged, although deserving to be 
placed more conspicuously and in modem cases. The 
archaeological collections outside the county have been 
increased by the addition of specimens of much value, 
but not in great numbers. 

Rocks and Minerals : A very small collection of Essex 
County mineral and rock specimens was received in 1868. 
These are now included in the exhaustive collection made 
by Mr. John Henry Sears. The volume on the County 
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Geology and many special papers published by the Insti- 
tute ^re based on Mr. Sears' work, which extended over 
many years and was conducted at the expense of the Pea- 
body Museum, with the kind assistance of a generous 
friend. 

Lower InverUbrateM : A few sponges, star-fish, etc., 
were received. This collection was much increased by 
Mr. Emmerton, 1879-1880, and is now in process of re- 
arrangement. 

CrvMacea : The specimens in this department have 
been considerably increased, and a list of the county spe- 
cies was prepared by Prof. J. S. Kingsley and published 
by the Institute. 

MoUusca : Practically no local collection was received, 
but a collection is being developed, and the specimens so 
far arranged are on exhibition. 

Insects : The county specimens were merged in a gen- 
eral collection of insects received. The original specimens 
have mostly perished from age, but a new collection has 
been gradually gathered and the larger iepidoptera and 
some other species are now well arranged for public ex- 
hibition, with screens to protect them from fading. 

Fishes : The alcoholic specimens received were crowd- 
ed in bottles, as was the custom at the time ; some poorly 
stuffed specimens came with them. The collection hais 
been greatly improved, all of the old stuffed specimens of 
value have been remounted, and the alcoholic specimens 
discarded, except in the case of rare species, and modern 
mounted specimens substituted. The original county 
collection and those from foreign countries wei*e student's 
collections and of little use for public exhibition. 

Birds : About 200 county specimens were received, 
together with some nests and a collection of eggs. There 
is now a large reference collection of mounted specimens, 
including nearly all of the known species from the 
county, with many eggs and nests and four mounted 
groups. This must always be a reference collection for 
the use of persons seeking to match their specimens or to 
identify birds observed on walks and elsewhere. A du- 
plicate study collection is kept in the class-room, and bird- 
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classes have been conducted regularly for twenty yean. 
A hand-book of county birds has been issued, prepared 
by the curator, Mr. A. P. Morse. 

MammalB : A small number of stuffed specimens from 
the county were received. There is now an excellent col- 
lection on exhibition, including the skeleton of a blackfish 
and casts of a sword-fish and pigmy sperm whale from 
county specimens. A pocket list of the mammals of Essex 
County was issued by the Peabody Museum in 1914. 

All natural history specimens exposed to the light, as 
those in all public collections must necessarily be, deteri- 
orate rapidly and the color of the fur of the mammals 
fades, as well as the color of insects and the color of 
birds, while all alcoholic specimens become absolutely 
white in a few years. Thus frequent renewals are neces- 
sary, making it in the case of mounted specimens very 
expensive to keep an exhibition collection up to a high 
standard. Lectures given by Prof. Edward S. Morse on 
natural history subjects in Academy Hall have aggregated 
more than thirty, and lectures have been given by others 
at the sessions of the Summer School, besides lectures on 
botany referred to elsewhere in these notes. 

Botany: Four hundred specimens of dried plants 
gathered in Essex County were received in 1868. This 
local collection has been increased to 4,000 sheets cover- 
ing all departments. A catalogue, with notes of the Essex 
County flora, based on this coUection, was printed by the 
Institute in 1880. It was the first of its kind issued, 
previous catalogues being dry lists of plants generally 
poorly printed. Of course there were local manuals of 
plants, but catalogues finely printed with notes were un- 
known. A complete collection of the woods of county 
trees, well illustrated by pictures, has been added to the 
collection in the Museum, and a catalog of the Essex 
County woody plants, prepared at the Peabody Museum, 
was published by the Essex Institute in 1879. In 1889 
a full series of the woods of Essex County native trees, 
gathered by the Peabody Museum for the purpose, were 
tested by tlie United States government and the results 
included in the report of the ninth census in the volume 
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piepared by Prof. Charles S. Sargent of the North Amer- 
ican forest trees and reprinted in the report of the Pea- 
body Museum of 1884. Lectures by botanists of note 
have been given in Academy Hall and at the sessions of 
the Summer School from 1876 to 1882. Classes in botany 
and some botanical laboratory work also have been con- 
ducted. 

Oammereial Marine OoUeetions. Nothing was received 
in this department in 1868. Many objects from the East 
India Marine Society collections were sent on deposit to 
the Institute, not being, as the agreement expressed it, 
*« of a scientific nature *\ But with the establishment of 
a Marine Koom to include the relics of the East India 
Marine Society, all desirable objects have been returned, 
and with a spirit of generous co-operation the Institute 
has deposited its more recently acquired collections in this 
department with the Peabody Museum. The Marine 
Boom collection is now recognized as among the finest of 
its character in any museum. 

&eneral Zodlogy : A large collection of zoological 
specimens was received, including the fine corals, stuffed 
mammals and birds, great numbera of shells of moUusks, 
and a large collection of alcoholic specimens in every de- 
partment, this last a student's collection. The Foster 
collection of skins of birds and mammals from Austitdia 
came just as the changes were being made in 1868 ; they 
were given to the Institute, but the whole expense of pre- 
paring them for exhibition was met by the Peabody Mu- 
seum. The interesting Australian marsupials are the 
most valuable part of this collection. Since 1882 the 
zoological specimens have been arranged as a synoptical 
collection in sequence from the lowest to the highest 
forms as best adapted for examination by classes from 
schools, although quite as desirable for the casual visitor, 
and a large number of specimens have been added to fill 
gaps, as the Galapagos turtles, the skeleton of a gorilla, 
the bison, the elk, camiverous parrot, lyre-bird, and funds 
to purcliase an ostrich, very much needed to represent its 
group in the collection, have been given by a friend, but 
like many other things, its acquisition has been held up 
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by the great war. Aboat 1888, after careful considera- 
tion and on the adyice of specialists, it was decided to 
transfer to the Uniyersity Museum at Cambridge all of 
the alcoholic specimens not required for the Museum, 
those received from the Institute and elsewhere, for such 
specimens over fifteen years old are worthless unless rep- 
resenting a type, a very rare species, or the youcher for a 
record of a species from an unusual locality. The speci- 
mens sent to Cambridge were from twenty-two to thirty* 
fiye years old. On examination at Cambridge, much was 
discarded as absolutely worthless, part was used for class 
work, and a few specimens were used in the Museum. 

Comparative Anatomy : A collection of bones, skulls, 
and some mounted skeletons of animals, gathered by Dr. 
Henry Wheatland, came with the other collections in 
1868. After being on the Museum shelyes for a number 
of years, the unmounted bones in trays and boxes, most 
of them were packed away for study should they be need- 
ed in the future. Many of the skulls and the mounted 
specimens haye found appropriate places in the Museum, 
the othera are in storage. The horns and antlers reoeiyed 
from the Institute haye been remounted and arranged on 
the walls of the natural history hall and properly labelled. 

Q-eology atid Mineralogy : The numerous rock speci- 
mens and minerals received from the Institute and East 
India Marine Society were carefully studied by Mr. Sears 
and selections arranged in cases in the gallery of the nat- 
ural history hall, and all other specimens which were of 
yalue for any purposes were stored in trays in the base- 
ment. 

ShelU of Molluece: Very large and constantly in- 
creasing collections of shells from every quarter of the 
globe, many specimens coming from the Institute in 1868, 
are stored in cases and boxes, all specimens required to 
fully show each species having first been taken out for an 
exhibition collection and partially arranged in a cabinet 
in the botanical room until they receive the attention of 
some special student with time available to complete the 
classification and give them the latest names. The fad of 
shell collecting of the forties (19th century) has passed. 
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and with it the fictitious market value of shells. Many 
of the collections formed by amateurs at that time have 
drifted to the Museum, where they await the demand of 
some collector or new Museum. Most of the specimens 
receiyed were not accompanied with data and are there- 
fore of very little value. 

Ethnology : All of the ethnological objects received from 
the Institute have been incorporated with those of the 
East India Marine Society, and the large collections since 
added to the Museum and arranged with them in the 
Hall of Ethnology and Weld Hall. 

C<mclu9um : While some parts of the collections re- 
ceived from the Institute have been distributed as noted 
above, it has been the policy of the Peabody Museum to 
retain all rare specimens which would give distinction to 
the collection or draw the student to the Museum, al- 
though it is sometimes uiged that great special collections 
should receive the rarities of the smaller museums where 
specialization is not attempted. No department of the 
Peabody Museum interests visitors, especially the younger' 
people, more than the natural history collections. Modem 
ways of displajdng objects have entirely superceded 
former methods, and while the Museum is well arranged 
for the demands of the nineteenth century, it is far be- 
hind more recent conceptions of museum arrangement 
The natural history collection of the Peabody Museum 
has increased in importance as an educational factor in 
many ways, and by frequent rearrangement has become 
much more interesting to the public. The case room it 
now occupies is about double that of 1889 when first 
opened to visitors after the transfer of the Institute col- 
lections, when it was crowded into the central and west- 
em lines of cases on the floor and the gallery. Still the 
collection could be vastiy improved, and none realize this 
fact more or desire its accomplishment more earnestly 
than the board of trustees and the officers of the Peabody 
Museum.

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ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 



It hardly seems necessary to make a report in regard 
to the Institute, as everything of interest will be dealt 
with in the reports of the Secretary, the Librarian, and 
the Treasurer. 

The acquisition of the Pierce- Johonnot-Nichols House 
as an Historical Monument is an event of great impor- 
tance. Sometime ago a committee was appointed by the 
Essex Institute, consisting of Mr. John Robinson, Mr. 
Stephen W. Phillips and myself, to consider the question 
of the purchase and preservation of the Mansion. 
Through the kindness and generosity of the Misses 
Nichols, the house was finally purchased for the Institute. 
I am sure all of our members will be glad to feel that 
the Misses Nichols are to remain in the old homestead 
during their lives. At certain stated times the house 
will be shown to persons who present a card from the 
Essex Institute. It would have been a great misfortune 
to Salem had this bouse been torn down and removed 
elsewhere*-* danger by no means imayipftry-for had it 
fallen intb the bands of people who did not appreciate all 
that it means to this community. Built in the latter part 
of the eighteenth century by Samuel Molntire, whose 
fame as an ardiitect^ not only in Salem but in the country 
at large, is greater now than perhaps at any time since 
his death, the house remains tGhday practically unchanged. 
Through the efforts of Mr. Phillips, the Treasurer of the 
Committee, the sum of $20,800 (which, with interest, 
amounted to 920,456.78), was raised from sixty-seven 
contributors without any expense. We paid the Misses 
Nichols the sum of tlO,000 ; we set aside as a permanent 
Endowment Fund (now in the hands of the Treasurer of 
the Institute) the sum of $8,000 ; and we have reserved 

(1) 
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for immediate repairs the smn of •2,455.78. Among the 
contributors, eighteen were from Salem, where the sum 
of $8910 was raised, but as this amount was principally 
made up of large contributions, the answers to our appeal, 
which was not yery general, were not satisfactory. It is 
strongly urged that every member of the Institute, as 
well as their friends, will endeavor to subscribe something 
toward the preservation of this house, as a good deal of 
money must be spent in repairs, and the Endowment 
Fund should be raised to at least tlO,000. The great 
benefactor, who made the purchase of the house possible, 
was Mr. Willard Straight, of New York, who gave the 
sum of tSOOO, merely because he had seen the house, 
appreciated its charms and beauty, and felt that such a 
house should be saved ** as an example to the architects 
and builders of the future." 

The By-Laws are to be altered at this meeting so as to 
have a regular Standing Committee for the Preservation 
of the Pierce-Nichols House.

A remarkable collection of clocks (162) and watches 
(31) has been given to the Institute by Mrs. Hammond 
(who is a granddaaghter of the late John Clarke Lee of 
Salem), in memory of her husband, Charles Mifflin Ham- 
mond — the son of Gardiner Greene Hammond and Eliza- 
beth Crowninshield Mifflin, who was bom at Nahant, 
August 4, 1861, graduated from Harvard College in the 
Class of 1888, and lived for many years on a ranch at 
Upper Lake, Lake County, California, where he died 
June 14, 1915. Mr. Hammond had a passion for collect- 
ing clocks and watches, and for more than twenty-five 
years was absorbed in so doing. This taste seems to have 
been inherited from his great-grandfather, the Honorable 
Benjamin Williams Crowninshield (a well known man in 
this community in the early part of the last century), 
who also had a fine collection. The clocks arrived in bad 
condition, but Mrs. Hammond is having them put in 
proper order, and hopes some day to give a fund which 
will enable the Institute to keep the clocks in repair, and 
to add to the collection from time to time. Mr. Ham- 
mond was a strong, vigorous character, was famous in his 
class at Harvard as a rowing man, and was much beloved 
and appreciated by those who knew him. It is proposed, 
during the coming summer, to have an exhibition of these 
clocks. 

Mrs. Francis H. Lee, who last year gave such an inter- 
esting collection to the Institute, has, during the past 
year, added to the Lee Collection by contributing furni- 
ture, pictures, pottery and toys. 
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The heirs of the late George Augastus Grardner, of 
Boston, 1829-1916, have presented to the Institute a 
charming marble figure of " Marguerite," made in 1869 by 
William Wetmore Story, the American sculptor in Rome. 
This was purchased in Europe by Mr. Grardner's parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Liowell Gardner, and for many years 
remained in their Boston home. Mrs. Gardner was Cath- 
erine Elizabeth Peabody, daughter of Joseph Peabody, 
the eminent merchant of Salem, and was bom and mar- 
ried in the house which stood on the site of the old Plom- 
mer Hall, now a part of the Institute. It is fitting that 
any work done by Mr. Story — the most distinguished 
American sculptor of his time and generation — should 
find a place in the Institute, for Mr. Story was born in 
Salem, and though he passed his life in Rome, he always 
took pride in the fact that Scilem was his birthplace. 

In the death of James Potter Franks, a familiar figure 
on the streets of Salem for more than forty-seyen years 
has disappeared. Mr. Franks became Rector of Grace 
Church, Salem, when a comparatively young man, and 
died in the fullness of his powers, beloved and esteemed 
not only by his parishioners, but by the entire communi- 
ty. His quiet, dignified, unselfish, pure character brought 
sunshine into the home of joy or sorrow. The examfde 
of such a life is far reaching, and will be a tender memoiy 
to those who are left behind. In 1878 he was elected a 
member of the Institute, was a member of the Library 
Committee from 1907, and became a member of the Coun- 
cil in 1916. 

In the death of McDonald Ellis White, the Institute 
has lost a most valuable member. He had a very charm- 
ing personality, was very cultivated, had an unusual 
knowledge of books, attended the meetings of the Insti- 
tute very faithfully, and showed much interest in every- 
thing pertaining to its welfare. In 1895 he was elected a 
member of the Institute, and became a member of the 
Council in 1918. 

In the death of Patrick Keating, who for seven years 
was janitor of the buildings, the Institute has met with 
a severe loss. The position is an important one, hard to 
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fill satisfactorily. Mr. Keating was an unusual man, and 
will be greatly missed. Always faithful and competent in 
his work, he took a personal interest in the welfare of the 
Institute. 

As the years go on, it is interesting to see how many 
families who have had ties in the past with Salem, drift 
back to the old town, and deposit in the Essex Institute 
or the Peabody Museum treasures which have more value 
here than they would have elsewhere — because they form 
a part of the history of Salem, either historical or mer- 
cantile, The two Museums are doing their full share in 
educating not only our own people, but those from all 
parts of the country as well. When you consider how 
many thousands visit these Museums during the year, it 
is very gratifying to feel that they are both run by men 
who have studied the problems of Museums here and in 
Europe, and who are willing, on small compensation, to 
give their lives to the fine, unselfish and competent work. 
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The membership of the Essex Institate on April 80, 
1917, was 589 in number, consisting of 520 active mem- 
bers, 26 life members, and 48 on the corresponding list. 
This is a gain of nineteen members over the previous 
year. During the year 57 active membeis have been 
elected and accepted membership, while 9 have with- 
drawn, 15 have been dropped for nonpayment of the 
annual assessment, and 14 have died. Among the latter 
were William P. Andrews of Capri, Italy, but long a resi- 
dent of Salem, who was elected a member in 1870 ; Rev. 
DeWitt S. Clark of Salem, who became a member in 1879 ; 
Rev. James P. Franks of Salem, a member since 1878 
and a member of the Council since May, 1916 ; Miss 
Mary Osgood Hodges of Topsfield, a member since 1870 ; 
Hon. Setb Low of New York City ; and McDonald E. 
White of Salem, a member of the Council since October, 
1918. 

The attendance in the Museum has been over nine per 
cent greater than last year. The largest attendance on 
any one day was on Sunday, Feb. 18, 1917, when 499 
persons passed through the picture gallery between two 
and five o'clock.

The public lectures, as usual, have been given in 
Academy Hall, the Trustees of the Peabody Museum co- 
operating with the Institute. Eight lectures were given 
in the Free Course, all of which were illustrated. Six 
evenings were occupied by the Home Course.

The small hall in the Museum building having been 
fitted up to receive the Hammond Collection of Clocks, 
the meetings of the Salem Hospital Alumnae Association 
and the Old Planters Society have been held in the 
Reading Room, which also has been used for the rehear- 
sals of the Salem Oratorio Society. The stereopticon 
lantern at Academy Hall again has been loaned to the 
city for its work in the evening schools, and also on 
several other occasions for charitable or patriotic pur- 
poses. 

The publications of the year include the current volume 
of the Historical Collections and the Annual Report. 
The fifth volume of the «' Records and Files of the Quar- 
terly Courts of Essex County " lias been issued and the 
sixtli volume is about one-half in type. The first volume 
of the <« Probate Records of Essex County" also has 
been issued and the second volume is partly in type. The 
first volume of the *< Vital Records of Salem," containing 
one-half of the births, has been completed, and the second 
volume, containing the remainder oi the births, will go 
to press next month, and be followed by the vitad reoaids 
of Carlisle and Stoneham. The ** Plumer Genealogy " by 
Sidney Perley, a volume of 259 pages, and a '* History of 
the Eastern Railroad'' by Francis B.C. Bradley, containing 
111 pages, with numerous illustrations, have been com- 
pleted. The latter is a most interesting volume and 
should meet with an immediate sale. The new edition of 
the ** Visitor's Guide to Salem," containing 284 pages of 
text and 119 illustrations, was published during the ML 
It was largely rearranged and rewritten, and witdi the 
number of new and attractive illustrations, it should be 
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well received, and not only be of yalue to the stranger in 
town, but also be most useful for historical reference in 
Salem families, in fact be a necessary adjunct to every 
enlightened home. Copies have been presented to the city 
to equip the desk of every teacher in the public schools. 

A life member of the Institute, Mr. Ogden Codman of 
New York City, becoming interested in Sie vital records 
found on the gravestones in the Boston cemeteries, has 
defrayed the cost of compiling and publishing, by the In- 
stitute, the '* Inscriptions and Tomb Burials in the Cen- 
tral Burying Ground, Boston," a volume of 167 printed 
pages. The inscriptions in the Granary Burying Ground, 
very imperfectly done by Bridgman in 1856, also have 
been compiled and are ready to be printed. 

Dr. Samuel A. Green of Boston long has had in his 
possession a volume of manuscript records kept by the 
Rev. John Fiske, who was assistant pastor of the Salem 
Church from 1687 to 1689, and afterwards the first min- 
ister at Wenham and at Chelmsford. The volume con- 
tains nearly three hundred pages of vital records, church 
proceedings and religious musings, and is written in al- 
most a mycroscopic hand, with nrequent puzzing abbrevi- 
ations. In fact, to the copyist, it is the most atrocious 
piece of writing that I have ever seen. Dr. Green has 
presented this volume to the Essex Institute, and is most 
anxious that it should be printed at his expense. About 
one-fourth part has been deciphered, and the close of the 
year should see the manuscript in the printer's hands* 

The publications of the Institute during the past year 
total 2688 printed pages. 

The radiopticon has been loaned freqnendy, and the 
collection of souvenir postcards has been in constant use, 
notably by the Phillips and Bentl^ Schools. Thirty- 
seven schools and societies have visited the Museum, and 
numerous short talks have been given to classes. 

The gifts to the Museum include important additions to 
the Francis H. Lee collection, consisting of furniture, por- 
traits, engravings, pottery and toys% 'Diere are three ez- 
oellent portraits by Greenwood, nU painted before 1750, 
and a portrait ol the wife of Capt Benjamin Carpenter, 
of a little later period. 
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Perhaps the most important and certainly the most un- 
usual gift to the Museum has been the Charles MifSin 
Hammond Collection of Clocks, 162 in number, repre- 
senting almost every type. There are tall clocks from 
England, Ireland, Sweden and Germany; mantel clocks 
from France, and skeleton or fusee movements from Eng- 
land; queer clocks from China and Japan; an ancient 
timepiece from a Swedish monastery ; a fine Friesland 
clock which has below the dial a harbor view with several 
tin ships rising and falling as the tin waves undulate with 
the movement of the works. Connecticut clocks are 
represented in all varieties. There are several fine Wil- 
lards and a very unusual clock made by James Ferguson 
of London about 1750, which telk the time simultaneous- 
ly in twelve of the principal cities of the world. With 
the clocks came thirty-two watches. As the clocks were 
shipped to Salem from a i*anch in California located over 
fifty miles from a railroad, it is not strange that some re- 
pairs will be necessary, but it is hoped that the collection 
can be placed on view within a few weeks in the western 
anteroom on the first floor of the Museum building — a 
room already refitted for its semi-permanent exhibition. 

From Mr. Joseph Wilkins came a cast iron fire back 
which originally was brought from Ipswich. On the face 
of the casting may be read «« Ifsrael] B[aker] 1722." 

Miss Elizabeth H. Clark of Boston has given a most 
interesting and almost unique article of clothing — a far- 
thingale, formerly in the Crowninshield family — a form 
of whalebone hoop extending the skirts on either side 
and not in a circle as was the fashion fifty years ago. In 
the 17th century portraits by Velasquez of the Spanish 
ladies of his time, the farthingale appears in finest flower^ 
a monstrosity that today would evoke laughter or tears 
rather than masculine admiration. Miss Clark also gave 
bands worn by Doctor Bentley, naval uniforms,, etc 

Mrs. Charles M. Duren has given fans and articles of 
costume. 

Mr. Lawrence W. Jenkins has added to the collection 
of pressed glass cup plates, 26 new examples. The col- 
lection now totals 120 different specimens. 
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Mr. Willis H. Ropes has presented a great variety of 
objects and aided in the purchase of many others. 

A short paragraph in the Boston Post relating to the 
collection of Rogers groups in our Museum, which in 
slightly varied form also appeared in other newspapers, 
brought on a small avalanche of letters relating to Rogers' 
work, with the result that eleven new subjects have been 
added to the collection, which now numbers thirty-one 
examples. 
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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 



In the following report the daily routine of the library 
which occupies the greater part of the time is passed 
over without comment, as it would be dull indeed for the 
members to hear that a certain number of books have 
been entered in the accession book, labelled, plated, em- 
bossed, classified, numbered, cataloged, and placed in 
proper position on the shelves each day. It is desirable 
to mention some of the interesting gifts and the more 
important books purchased, and to ask for more frequent 
donations of books and a more general use of the library 
by the members. 

The additions to the Library during the past year have

Total of accessions, 2488 volumes, and 8981 pamphlets 
and serials. 

Among the many gifts to the library should be men- 
tioned the following: — From the library of the late Fred- 
erick Lewis Gray of Brookline, who was an enthusiastic 
collector of rare Americana, 150 volumes, including the 
Calendar of State Papers, Colonial series, — the Publica- 
tions of the Navy Record Society, and many genealogies 
and local histories which were needed on our shelves. 

As a summer resident of Marblehead, Dr. Gay became 
interested in collecting Marblehead material, and this has 
been presented to the Institute by Mrs. Gay. This col- 
lection, numbering about 65 volumes, many of which 
have beautiful bindings, includes biographies and geneal- 
ogies of local families, printed sermons of early ministers 
(18) 
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of the town, together with manusoript abstracts from the 
town records and from deeds and wills, and typewritten 
copies from the Massachusetts archives of all items rela- 
ting to Marblehead. In addition to this the collection 
includes 91 maps and plans, and a folio volume of maps 
of Essex County. Among the books is the following 
Salem imprint of more than usual interest and rarity, — 
^* The Continental Key of the liberties of America, in 
three parts, to which is annexed, The Lamentation of a 
bad market." The third edition, adorned with nine plates. 
New York, printed, Salem reprinted and sold by E. Russell 
at his printing office upper end of Main-Street, 1776. 

It is a political poem, and the following lines which 
appear on the title page will give some idea of the style : 

«« Perhaps the Critics of the Age 
May find a Fault in ev'ry Page, 
Or yet, perhaps, in ev'ry Line, 
Well, they've their Faults, I have mine. 
If any Man should ask the Price, 
One or two Shillings take your Choice* 
Sometimes true Whags have given Twenty, 
But Tories think that Five is plenty."^ 

One of the plates with which it is adorned is a crude 
woodcut of Captain James Mugford of Marblehead, and 
a footnote contains an account of his capture of a British 
storenship on May 17th, 1776. 

From the Haverhill Public Library, through the co- 
operation of Mr. John 6. Moulton, the Librarian, we 
have received 842 additions to our Haverhill and Bradford 
imprints, including town and school reports, directories, 
church manuals, etc. 

From Mrs. Robert Saltonstall of Readville, a collection 
of maps, including 17 rolled and 80 folded maps, 1 bound 
volume, and 2 large globes with stands. 

From Mrs. David P. Coffin, the "Whole Booke of 
Psalmes collected into English meeter by Thomas Stern- 
hold, John Hopkins and others : with apt Notes to sing 
them withall," published in London, 1614. This is a 
perfect copy, in fine condition and finely bound in blue 
half morocco. 
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Mr. George Francis Dow has made 'large additions to 
the Caricature Collection which he presented to the Insti- 
tute last year, buying new books as published and filling 
up sets of periodicals as opportunity offered. About 300 
volumes, which include many interesting cartoons relating 
to the European war, have been given tibe past year, and 
the collection now contains a practically complete set of 
life, Puck, and Judge, many of which were purchased 
unbound, 100 volumes having been cotnpleted and bound 
by Mr. Dow during the year. 

Thanks are due as in former years to Messrs. Lawrence 
W. Jenkins, Willis H. Ropes, Hugh F. E. FarrelU and 
Harry Webber, for their continued interest in the library 
and frequent donations to its collections, and to the Salem 
Public Library and the Salem Fraternity for files of Salem 
newspapers. 

The fund available for the purchase of books has been 
expended under the direction of the Book Committee 
along the usual lines, — in stren^hening the special collec- 
tions and building up the genealogy and local history, and 
special efforts have been made to secure books to facili- 
tate the study of English ancestry. Of these 259 vol- 
umes of English parish registers, visitations, etc., were 
purchased at the auction sale of the libraries of the late 
Henry Fitz-Gilbert Waters and the late J. Henry Lea, 
both well known experts in English research. This lot 
included 60 volumes of the London Parish Register Soci- 
ety, a set of the Index Library, and 106 volumes of the 
Royal Commission on Historical Manuscripts* Also ex- 
tracts from English records compiled by J. Henry Lea as 
follows: 16 folio volumes containing copies of wills 
from the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, the Commis- 
sary Court of London, etc.; 87 notebooks containing 
transcripts from wills, parish registers, visitations, eto^ 
and about 2500 cards indexing the names in these tran- 
scripts. These, together with the Waters-Withington 
abstracts, which were purchased in London last year, 
comprise the largest collection of English genealogical 
manuscripts in the country. 

The Waters-Withington manuscripts, which were fully 
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described in the report a year ago» have been oaref ally 
worked over under the supervision of Mr. Henry W. 
Belknap. About 14»000 typewritten wills, arranged by 
family, — the Act Books of Essex, Colchester, Norwich, 
etc., — and the Close Bolls of Elizabeth, James I and 
Charles I have been bound, and the typewritten Parish 
Registers, the Chancery Proceedings, and the Court 
Records are ready for binding. The remainder of the 
wills, the calendars of the wills, and the Parish Registers 
have been arranged in vertical files, and the large mass 
of correspondence has been alphabetically amuoged in 
letter files. Any of the bound volumes may be consulted 
upon application in the library, but the unbound portion, 
which might be disarranged by handling, is only available 
through one of the members of the staff who is familiar 
with tine collection. 

Donations have been made to the manuscript collection 
by 31 persons, and among them may be mentioned the 
following: From the estate of Miss Louise Tracy of 
New Haven, Conn., a professional genealogist, 174 note-, 
books containing the results of her researches for a num- 
ber of years ; from Mrs. Augustus A. Galloupe of Bev- 
erly, a box of manuscripts, including copies of Beverly 
church records, cemetery inscriptions, and notes relating 
to Beverly families collected by the late Augustus A. 
Galloupe ; from Mrs. Mary J. Low of Belfast, Me., over 
2000 piece^^of correspondence of the Hon. Nathan Read, 
the inventor ; from Mr. Hugh F. E. Farrell, a journal 
kept by Byron Oilman of Lynn, from 1861 to 1864, 
interleaved with programs, photographs, etc., giving an 
account day by day, of incidents connected with the de- 
parture of the first Lynn company for the war ; from Dr. 
Samuel A. Green of Boston, a manuscript notebook kept 
by the Rev. John Fiske,the first minister of Wenham and 
Chelmsford. Seven log books have been added to the 
collection, four of which are whaling voyages, three from 
Salem, and one, the ship Lemuel C. Richmond, from Bris- 
tol, R. I., to the South Pacific and return, 1834 to 1887. 
The last must have been a very profitable voyage judging 
by the number of whales pictured in it. 
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The appropriation for binding has been used in binding 
current historical magazines and files of Salem and Essex 
County newspapers, and in repairing worn volumes from 
the genealogy and local history. 

The classification and cataloging has progressed nor- 
mally, all current additions to classes already catal<^ed 
being completed to date. 

The purchase of printed cards from the Library of 
Congress and the American Library Associatioa has 
been continued so far as practicable, and 8488 cards have 
been purchased at a cost of $72.15. 

The attendance in the library has been about the same 
as last year, but it is much less than it should be. The 
reading room for members is quiet and attractive, and 
many more should form the habit of spending an occa- 
sional half hour there, keeping in touch with the current 
periodicals. Members have the privilege of borrowing 
books, and several of the magazines are available for 
home use as soon as received. Members' privileges in the 
library may be transferred to a friend by use of guest 
cards, which are issued for limited periods. The use of 
the books for study and refer^ice is not restricted to 
members, and anyone making researches is welcomed and 
assisted.

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ADDRESS OF THE PEESIDENT. 



The Secretary, the Treasxirer and the Librarian make 
such detailed reports each year that I can add little to 
what these contain. 

A fireproof exhibition building has been built in the 
yard and is now open, where we are able to exhibit the 
cast of Saul by William Wetmore Story; the groups by 
John Eogers; carriages, sleighs, models, boxes, baskets, 
iron stoves, and a class of exhibits T^hich show now to 
advantage for the first time, and which furnishes available 
space in the large hall for other exhibition purposes. 

The picture gallery has been rehung with portraits 
alone. The lower hall with portraits of the Mayors of 
Salem, and the staircases and upper hall with landscapes 
and other pictures. As far as has been possible we have 
hung portraits of Presidents, Governors, statesmen and 
ministers together, and the Forrester, Story and Ourwen 
family portraits are himg in groups. The pictures are 
in process of being varnished, and some of them will be 
restored by competent people. 

The necessary repairs have been made on the Pierce- 
Johonnot-Nichols House. The outside of the house has 
been repaired and painted, and several of the rooms therein 
have been painted and papered, which work has been well 
done, thanks to the efforts of Mr. Stephen W. Phillips. 
I stated in my report last year that, in order to save this 
house, only eighteen contributors toward the fund came 
from Salem, and the sum of $3,910 was raised from them 
— a comparatively small amoimt when one considers that 
over $20,000 was raised. Our endowment Fund is 
$8,000, but I shall never feel satisfied until that fund is 
at least $10,000. The i)ossession of this house adds great 
distinction to the Institute, and the people should not fail 
to show their appreciation of what it means to the city — 

7 
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particularly when one considers that it is an Historical 
Monument for all time of which any place should be proud. 

Our income is insufficient for a Museum of this stand- 
ing. We can run along in a cramped ^ay without diffi- 
culty, unless some unusual repairs or expenses have to 
be incurred. In one sense, these are never unusual Ee- 
cently we have been compelled to shingle, with fireproof 
shingles, the Ward House. The walls of the Museum 
Building are in need of paint, and in the buUding and 
grounds other work should be done. Our work in many 
ways is hampered. Thousands of manuscripts are lying 
in the fireproof building — ^unavailable, because unsorted 
and uncatalogued. A great accumulaticni of printed mat- 
ter is each year thrown in heaps, instead of being placed 
on shelves, from lack of people to care for it The 
Library should be cleared of much useless material, and 
the books arranged in such a way as to be more avail^le 
for examination by our members. 

Our employees are underpaid, and as soon as it is pos- 
sible to do so, they should be compensated for faithful 
work, largely done through a keen interest in the Institute 
and an unselfish desire to develop its resources. 

I cannot urge too strongly the necessity and wisdom of 
increasing our membership, now 578 in aU. If every 
member of the Institute present wiU propose the name 
of a new member, it will not only add to our financial 
resources, but it will increase the interest in the Institute. 
Do not confine your members to Salem, or Essex County, 
or even the State, but try and obtain new members from 
outside. 

Mr. Gteorge Francis Dow, the Secretary of the Essex 
Institute for a number of years, resigned in February. 
When he entered upon his duties, the Institute was com- 
paratively smaU and little known outside this immediate 
neighborhood. Now the Institute — of which we are all 
proud — ^ranks high here and abroad, with any of the Mu- 
seums devoted to the same purposes. As far as I know, 
it was the first Museum in this coimtry to exhibit its col- 
lections in rooms especially fitted for that purpose, and 
we may well take pride in the fact that the Essex Insti- 
tute, as well as the Peabody Museum, have set a high 
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standard of competence in their management^ and of 
nnxiBual appreciation of the best methods of exhibiting and 
cataloging their many treasures which people from all 
parts of tiie country are glad to come to Salem to study. 

In these strenuous and trying times it is hard and 
impossible to create anything new, except what is neces- 
sary in connection with the war, but hospitals and many 
institutions which are a part of our daUy life must be 
supported, not only for ourselves, but for tiie future hap- 
piness of the men who are now giving their lives and aJl 
they have and are for the country. 
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REPOET OF THE SECRETARY. 



The membership of the Essex Institate on April 30, 
1918, was 578 in number, consisting of 510 active mem- 
bers, 26 life members, and 42 on Ihe corresponding list 
This is a loss of 11 members over the previous year.

The public lectures, as usual, have been given in Acad- 
emy Hall, the Trustees of the Peabody Museum co-oper- 
ating with the Institute. Seven lectures were given in 
the Free Course, of which five were illustrated. Six even- 
ings were occupied by the Home Course, of which two 
were illustrated. 

Owing to some undeterminel cause, perhaps the preva- 
lence of war work, or it may be, as has been hinted, the 
absence of refreshments to conform to the demands of 
food-conservation, attendance, especially in the Home 
Course, has been very small. To this general rule there 
have been two very marked exceptions, namely, the last 
lecture but one in th.i Free Course, when Mr. Charles E. 
Moulton of Lynn gave his "Imitations of the Songs of 
Some of Our Familiar Birds." On this occasion standing 
room was at a premium, which was the more remarkable 
since it was Mr. Moulton^s first appearance upon any lec- 
ture platform. If one may be pardoned the bull, his lec- 
ture was a concert, and his reproduction of the bird calls 
without the aid of any instrument was extraordinarily 
faithful. A charming stage setting of trees and stuffed 
birds had been arranged by the Salem Ornithological Club, 
and Mr. A. P. Morse read a paper to accompany the 
lantern slides in which the various birds were described. 
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The second occasion upon which an overflowing house 
was secured was on the evening of the final lecture in the 
Home Course. Mrs. Greorge W. Towne read a most enjoy- 
able paper upon "Shawls/* and although seats had been 
provided for 150 people, over 200 appeared, so that the 
haU was more than filled. This, in spite of the fact that 
a bare half-dozen had attended the previous lectures. It 
may be imkind to call attention to the fact that upon this 
occasion only refreshments were served, but truth compels 
it Many of the most noteworthy shawls were exhibited 
to the audience, being worn by young ladies in costume, 
and the remainder of the large collection of over 300, 
loaned by scores of people in Salem and nearby towns, 
were displayed on the walls of the entrance hall.

The Eeading Eoom has been used, as during the pre- 
ceding year, by the Salem Hospital Alumnae Association^ 
the Old Planters Society and the Salem Oratorio Society. 
The stereopticon has again been loaned to various schools 
or organizations, as have also the radiopticon and selec- 
tions from the collection of postal cards. 

During the sunmier a concrete, fireproof building of 
one story, lighted by three lai^ skylights, was erected in 
the rear of the Museum building, and upon its completion 
most of the larger and coarser objects were arranged in 
its cases. This has proved to be a great relief to the over- 
crowded Museum and has permitted the display of many 
things for which no place has previously existed. 

In January the present Secretary succeeded to the office, 
owing to the resignation of Mr. George Francis Dow, and 
considerable rearrangement, including the re-hanging of 
the entire collection of pictures, has since been accom- 
plished, and through the generosity of the President most 
of the cost of this work, as well as the restoration of a 
number of pictures, have been taken care of at no cost to 
the Institute. It is hoped that an improvement in the 
appearance of the gallery has resulted. 

The publications of the year include the current volimie 
of the Historical Collections and the Annual Keport The 
sixth volume of the 'Tlecords and Files of the Quarterly 
Courts of Essex County" has been issued, and the seventh 
is in course of preparation. The second volume of the 
"Probate Records of Essex County" has been issued, and 
the third is in progress. The second volume of "Vital 
Records of Salem," containing the remainder of the births, 
has been completed, the vital records of Stoneham and 
Carlisle are completed, and it is probable that those of 
West Newbury will shortly be issued. 

As the Legislature, by way of a war economy, has re- 
pealed the act Tmder which the appropriation for this 
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vital-record work has been carried on, no more of these 
volumes will be printed until after the war, when it is 
hoped that a re-enactment of the law may be secured, as 
about two-thirds of all the towns in the State have been 
covered. 

In July the Directors authorized the preparation of a 
monograph on the work of Samuel Mclntire, to which an 
introduction was to be written by Mr. Fiske Kimball, a 
gifted young architect, at present in Ann Arbor Univer- 
sity, the illustrations to be reproduced from original draw- 
ings and plans in the possession of the Institute. This 
work is proceeding and Mr. Eimball is expending upon it 
the most painstaking care. 

The Naumkeag Trust Co. of Salem have, as had the 
Asiatic National Bank before them, issued each year since 
1903 a fine print in color of one of Salem's old-time ships, 
as part of a calendar, and as these created great interest, 
it was determined to issue the set, with some additional 
cuts and descriptive matter, in book form, under the im- 
print of the Institute. This has been duly carried out, and 
the book is meeting with a ready sale. 

The work on Cemetery records for Mr. Ogden Codman, 
and that on the Fiske Note Book, for Dr. Samuel A. Green, 
is still being prosecuted, and the terribly illegible writing 
of the latter becomes but little easier to read even after 
a year's experience. 

Several additions to our portrait collection have been 
received, such as one of Nathaniel Kinsman Allen, by the 
late J. Harvey Yoimg, as a bequest of Miss Mary P. Allen 
of Portland, Maine, both Mr. Allen and Mr. Young hav- 
ing been Salem men ; also one of Mr. Young painted by 
himself, which is shortly to be sent by his widow; and, 
from Mrs. William P. McMullan, a portrait of William 
McMullan by Osgood and a valuable antique rug. These 
are a part of a collection of carved Indian furniture, porce- 
lains, oriental silver and fabrics which will soon be de- 
posited and remain as a memorial to the late William P. 
McMullan. 

Numerous other additions to the Museum have been 
made, notably by Miss Elizabeth H. Clark of Boston, 
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Mrs. Francis H. Lee of SeIoti, and, as usual, by the inde- 
fatigable Mr. Willis H. Eopes of Salem. 

In closing it is a pleasure to acknowledge the willing 
and valuable co-operation I have had from every member 
of the Institute staff, who, notwithstanding the proverbial 
energy of a "new broom," have cheerfully assisted in dis- 
turbing the dust of ages, and sundry readjustments of rou- 
tine have been accepted with alacrity. All of which has 
aided in simplifying and rendering easier a rather com- 
plicated position for a green hand.

The gifts to the Library have included a large number 
of Essex County imprints, including over a hundred re- 
ports of Haverhill and Bradford schools and societies, from 
the estate of Miss Caroline Duncan^ and from the Haver- 
hill Public Library a large number of Haverhill pam- 
phlets needed in our files. From Mr. Ernest W. Bowditch 
of Boston a collection of maps of Massachusetts counties 
and towns. Mr. Stephen W. Phillips has completed the 
set of reports of the Hawaiian Historical Society and had 
them bound in the Hawaiian national colors. Throu^ 
the courtesy of Harvard College Library the Institute copy 
of Thomas Maule's "Truth Held Forth and Maintained/' 
has been completed with photostat copies of the title page 
and pages one and two of the text 

Donations have been made to the manuscript collection 
by twenty-six persons, and among them may be mentioned 
the following: 

From Mrs. Francis H. Lee a large number of letters 
written by Francis H. Lee during the Civil War, giving 
interesting descriptions of conditions in the South; from 
Mrs. Frederick L. Gay, a volume of typewritten manu- 
script extracts from the Boston News Letter, Boston Ga- 
zette, New England Courant, and American Weekly Mer- 
cury, from 1721 to 1726, relating to pirates, especially 
Low, Lowther and Spriggs ; from Miss Elizabetii H. Clark 
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of Boston a btindle of manuscript sermons of Dr. William 
Bentley and Crowninshield family papers ; from Mr. John 
QxifBn the records and accounts of tiie William Penn Hose 
Company of Salem ; from Mr. Charles Nutt of Worcester, 
the records and orderly books of the First Eegiment of 
Heavy Artillery; and by purchase, the account books of 
Samuel MuUiken, a clocfanaker of Newburyport and Salem 
from 1783 to 1791 ; manuscripts relating to the organiza- 
tion of the Lynn Library Association, and a volume of 
toll receipts of Essex (or Beverly) Bridge from 1803 to 
1810. 

The log book collection has received twenty-six additions, 
among which are the logs of the Tyranides, 1777-1778, and 
the General Pickering, 1778-1779. From Mr. William C. 
Waters, logs of the Louisa 1806, Camel 1815, and other 
ships, accoimt books and several boxes of miscellaneous 
manuscripts; and from Mr. Thomas Perkins shipping 
papers and accounts. 

Thanks are due, as in former years, to Messrs. Lawrence 
W. Jenkins, Willis H. Ropes, Sidney Perley, Hugh F. E. 
Farrell and Harry E. Webber for their continued interest 
in the Library and frequent donations to its collections, 
and to the Salem Public Library and the Salem Fraternity 
for files of Salem newspapers. 

The fund available for the purchase of books has been 
expended under the direction of the Book Committee along 
the usual lines — in strengthening the special collections. 
The publications of the British Becord Society and the 
Registers and Visitations of the Harleian Society have 
been completed to date, and the Library has become a sub- 
scribing member to receive future volumes as issued. 

The newspaper collections have been enriched by the 
purchase of 34 volumes of Haverhill Evening Bidletin 
and 57 Boston newspapers published before 1800 have 
been secured by exchange. 

.During the past year unusual opportunities have offered 
for the collection of material for future historians. Patri- 
otic posters and handbills of all kinds, including Enlist- 
ment, Liberty Loan, Red Cross, T. M. C. A., Food Con- 
servation, War Thrift Stamps, War Gkrdens, etc, have 
been gathered from every available source, and the collec- 
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tion now numbers 275 pieces, exdusive of duplicates. Mr. 
Harry E. Webber presented his collection of war posters, 
numbering 273 pieces, and a special exhibition of these 
was made during the winter. 

The routine work of the Library has been carried on 
as usual, and various improvements of lighting and arrange- 
ment of the books have been made. 

It is a matter of much regret that the members do 
not avail themselves to a greater extent of the privileges 
offered by the Institute and its rich collections.

Balance from laat Report
